Forward two steps, scissors, walk 2, hitch, hitch/scissors, 
strolling vine, circle away 2 twos, strut together, side two step, away kick face, face to face, 
back to back, basketball turn, turning two steps, recover and jazz hands.

Phase 4 Rumba; available at Amazon. Beautiful music and an easy flowing dance. 
Shoulder to shoulder, basic, whip, crabwalks, fence line, New Yorker, spot turn, time 
steps, break back, kiki walks, alemana, lariat, chase, switch cross and side corte. 


STEP ASIDE by Don and Linda Hichman 

Phase 2 + 1 (Strolling Vine) Two Step; available on Amazon. Music with a good beat 

meets a good dance. Forward two steps, double hitch, vine apart and together, broken box, 
scissors, circle away, strut together, lace up, twirl vine, strolling vine, turning twos, face to 
face and back to back, basketball turn and traveling box. 


THE AUSSIE KNOCK by Brent and Judy Moore 

Phase 4 + 2 West Coast Swing; available on Staxx Records or OS 13095. Chicken walks, 
sugar push, left side pass, whip, underarm turn, side break, passing tuck and spin, sugar 
tuck and spin, tummy whip and hold. 


THE AUSSIE KNOCK by Brent and Judy Moore 

Phase 4 + 2 West Coast Swing; available on Staxx Records or OS 13095. Chicken walks, 
sugar push, left side pass, whip, underarm turn, side break, passing tuck and spin, sugar 
tuck and spin, tummy whip and hold.

Forward run 2, left turns, twisty vine, maneuver, right 
turns, cross hovers, box finish, diamond turn, telemark semi, hover, whisk, wing, left turn 
and chasse, impetus semi, left turning box, progressive box and twirl vine. 


MEXICAN ROSE by Don and Linda Hichman 

Phase 3 Rumba; available from Amazon. Chorographers suggest changing music speed for 
comfort and I agree, it’s a little too fast for Rumba. Basic, crabwalks, New Yorkers, spot 
turn, shoulder to shoulder, break back; kiki walk, sliding doors, underarm turn, lariat, 
fence line, cucarachas, chase, hand to hand and side corte. 


RINESTONE RUMBA by Mike and Michelle Seurer 

Phase 3 Rumba; available on Collectable 6041. More good dancing music from Glenn 
Campbell. Shoulder to shoulder, basic, fence line, crabwalk, whip, chase, cucarachas, open 
break, spot turn, walk 3, sliding doors and peek-a-boo chase. 


SOMOS by Barry and Bobbie Bartlette 

Phase 3 Rumba; available from iTunes. This is a very pretty dance. Dance starts with the 
second cue in part A. Fence line, spot turn, time steps, hand to hand , roll out, back basic, 
whip, shoulder to shoulder, open break, crabwalks, sliding doors, chase with peek-a-boos 
double, progressive walk and serpiente. 


KILLING ME SOFTLY by Bill and Carol Goss 

Phase 5 + 2 Rumba; available on Star 183. Open hip twist, fan, alemana, circular hip 
twists, check and lock, curl, hockey stick, full natural top with ronde, lady swivel, 
syncopated forward basic, alemana to shadow, advanced sliding door, opening out to 
wheel, check and lock to a fan. 


BELLA by Barry and Bobbie Bartlette 

Phase 4 + 2 (Full Natural Top, Open Hip Twist) + 2 (Inside Underarm Turn, Trade 
Places) Rumba; available from iTunes and Amazon. As indicated by the choreographers 
this dance may be considered difficult. Latin whisk, aida, switch cross, crabwalk ending, 
shoulder to shoulder, back basic, inside underarm turn, full natural top, cross body, open 
hip twist, trade places, shadow back basic, hockey stick, alemana, and door. 


THE FOOL by Ron and Jan Betzelberger 

Phase 4 + 1 (Crabwalk 6) Bolero; available on Decca 72009. Leg crawl, embrace, basic, 
cross body, forward break, turning basic, hip lift, aida prep, aida line, left pass, shoulder to 
shoulder, crabwalk 6, lunge break, basic to embrace and hip rocks. 


PACK UP by Annette and Frank Woodruff 

Phase 2 + 2 (Fishtail, Pivot) + 1 (Basketball Check Thru) Two Step; available from 
Amazon. An interesting dance to Eliza Doolittle singing PACK UP. Diagonal vine apart 
and together twice, forward two steps, progressive scissors, fishtail, turning twos, cut 
backs, vine 4, pivot 1⁄2, face to face, back to back, basketball check through, traveling box, 
quick circle eight, scoot and lace up. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. 


Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that have been 
reviewed; I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

CHALLENGING CHANGES THROUGH EDUCATION 


Presented at the 60“ National Square & Round Dance Convention 
in Detroit Michigan, June 2011. 


Part 1 


Father Murphy walked into a pub and said to the first man he met, “Do you want to go 
to heaven?” The man replied, “I do father.” The priest said “Then stand over there against 
the wall.” Then the priest asked a second man, “Do you want to go to heaven?” “Certainly 
Father” was the reply. The priest said “Then stand over there against the wall.” Then 
Father Murphy walked up to Shamus O’Toole and said “Do you want to go to heaven?” 
O’Toole said “No, I don’t Father.” The priest said, “I don’t believe this. You mean to tell 
me that when you die you don’t want to go to heaven?” O’Toole said “Oh, when I die, yes, I 
thought you were getting a group together to go right now.” 


“Do you believe in life after death?” the boss asked one of his employees. “Yes sir.” The 
new employee replied. “I do too” said the boss, “especially since yesterday.” “What do you 
mean?” asked the puzzled employee. “Because after you left early yesterday to go to your 
erandmother’s funeral, she stopped in to see you.” 


Ladies and gentleman, I ask you, “What is a brand?” A brand is an idea or word that 
resides in the mind of the consumer. Brands exist solely in the minds of consumers. 


Brands are perceptions. The Volvo brand is “safety.” The Mercedes Benz brand means 
“prestige.” Hush Puppies means “comfort.” Square Dancing is a brand, a form of dance. 
Since it is a brand, it already has a perception in the minds of the consumer. But brands 
at times throughout the history of marketing and economics have to be re-invented. IBM 
reinvented itself beginning in the late 80’s and early 90’s. The development of Microsoft 
forced IBM to change its ways. 


So, when is the right time to re-energize or rebuild a brand? Brand repositioning 
decisions are often triggered when a significant market shift occurs. Sometimes radical 
transformation is needed (for example, if the market for your brand is shrinking 
permanently. When we think of square dancing, hasn’t our market share changed 
drastically? It has been for over twenty years now. IBM, like many other companies, had a 
choice, it could have been steam rolled by Microsoft and just faded away, but it decided to 
fight back and change its brand to fit the ever changing market place. 


Square dancing has a choice. Although there are many dedicated individuals world 
wide that are concerned about the future of our beloved activity, there are still many who 
simply want to enjoy the fruits of the labor from those who toil to keep our activity going. 
If square dancing is to survive, we will need more people to step up to the plate. Most 
people want what they want, from a personal perspective, but one of the challenges we 
face in today’s society is that our “brand” i.e. square dancing is being pushed out of the 
mainstream way of life because it is not marketable to the general public. 
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You know the saying “Everyone wants to go to Heaven but no one wants to die.” You 
can’t have it both ways. While there are clubs and some organizations around the country 
that are doing well, which is a relative term these days, the majority of our brand is 
suffering. Before IBM could change and help educate the public about their new brand, 
they had to educate themselves first to the fact that if they were to survive, they needed to 
change their brand. Despite what you may think, I don’t feel we have educated ourselves 
enough yet to have the capacity to make the changes that are needed in order to “re- 
brand” ourselves. 


Let’s look at a company that is very successful. Apple. Why is apple so successful? 
Besides having all the fancy looking gadgets, in beautiful colors that give consumers what 
they want, Apple is successful because they make complex look easy. They take software 
which is very intricate and put it in visually stunning hardware devices. Their products 
are candy to the eye. 


There is another approach which has wider reaching affects, and that is simplifying the 
tools. Apple does this better than anyone. They make it easy for their consumers to want 
and use their products. Can we say that about our current product of Modern Western 
Square Dancing? Have we educated ourselves enough to come to the realization that our 
product is too complex? Why can’t it be simpler? 


I recently heard a speech that called for another new program to be developed to make 
it easier for people to enter into our activity. But why can’t we re-invent our existing 
program that already exists? Does our tree of dancing need another branch? I don’t 
think so. One of our challenges is that our caller leadership has treated the Mainstream 
Program like a sacred cow. It cannot be changed because of the old argument that the 
programs are not the problem. 


I stand here and tell you that we can no longer say that. When IBM took a good look at 
itself, it was willing to review everything in order to become a better company. No stone 
was left untouched. Simply put ladies and gentlemen, it takes too damn long to learn to 
square dance with our existing Mainstream Program. I understand that we have the Basic 
program, which is entry level. Someone please tell me how many Basic Clubs they know of 
in existence in the Untied States today. I call all over this country and I have never been 
asked to call for a Basic club. I know it is viable in Europe, but it’s not viable in the states. 


I envision square dancing to be taking place right now at this convention and also on 
the other side, in heaven. I would like to believe that in heaven there is square dancing. 
For many people, square dancing is in our blood, it is a passion, but for others it is a 
hobby, I believe we continue to square dance in our lives, this side or the other, I believe 
those who have gone before us are dancing up a storm, they no longer have to worry about 
programs or who’s to blame etc, they are enjoying themselves. But for those of us still on 
“this side” who are committed to the preservation of our activity, we need to realize that 
unless we can educate ourselves first, we cannot take the necessary steps to make our 
brand better for the public.

I have just returned from a very exciting square dance event. It was the “Dare To Be 
Square” weekend held this year at the John C. Campbell Folk School in Brasstown, North 
Carolina. The event was created because the contra dance community had developed a 
resistance to including squares in their programs. The leaders who did both wanted to 
encourage a wider use of squares. It has been held on the West coast three times and in 
the Southeast now five. 


This year the weekend was produced by the Folk School with additional support from 
the Country Dance and Song Society (CDSS). In addition to the usual program of regional 
traditional squares the purpose this year was to shoot some high quality video for the 
www.squaredancehistory.org website that I mentioned in my October Comment last year. 
In addition audio recordings and a syllabus will be available. The staff included all six of 
the callers involved in the web site project each presenting their own special segment of 
the square dance activity. My travel expenses were covered by a grant from CALLERLAB. 
The web site project now has financial support commitments from the Lloyd Shaw 
Foundation and the ARTS (Alliance of Round, Traditional and Square-Dance) in addition 
to CDSS and CALLERLAB. 


The dancers, most of whom were callers, were unbelievably sturdy. Some of the 
traditional styles involve very energetic movement. One is called the running set and they 
mean just that. Of the eight squares in attendance there were nearly always at least six 
on the floor. We also had some fabulous music. The band included four of the best dance 
musicians in the country and they, too, played non-stop for the whole weekend. The one 
hour that I did to showcase MWSD I did with records because that is what we usually 
have for music — and it gave the band a rest. The rest of the time I got to call our modern 
dances with wonderful live music. 


There’s a lot of work to be done to edit the video and produce the syllabus and audio 
recording but I do expect they will be available. ’m sure they will provide a unique 
opportunity to see and hear the wide variety of ways in which our favorite activity is done. 
As soon as they are available I'll be sure that you all learn about it here. In the meantime 
I still have some recovering to do but the happy memories will last forever.

New Years Resolution - Organize the Closet 


Set aside a day to take care of your clothes. This is something that you keep putting off. 
On this dreary January day, it is the perfect project. Get five boxes, label them Charity - 
Trash - Repair - Elsewhere - Friend. 


Take everything out of the closet. Everything, even the empty hangers. Lay it all on the 
bed. When the closet is empty vacuum the bottom. Take a candle and run it across the top 
of the wooden rod, a layer of wax will make the hangers slide more easily. Wipe down all of 
the shelves. 


Paint the inside of the closet a bright white. This will make the space look cleaner, 
bigger and lighter. White will make it easier to see the different colors. Light up the space. 
Purchase some mirror tiles and attach them to the ceiling and walls. They will reflect the 
light and make your closet seem bigger, If you do not have a light in the closet purchase a 
battery light or two and mount them within easy reach inside the closet. A light will make 
every thing clearer and easier to find. 


Pick up one article of clothing. The First Question is - Can you put it on right now 
and walk out of the house? If your can’t wear it right this minute it doesn’t belong in 
the closet. Don’t put anything back in the closet that can’t be worn right now. Make 
a decision as to which box it belongs in. Why can’t you wear it? If it doesn’t fit give it 
to Charity, if it is not good enough for Charity (they have enough stuff to throw away) 
put it in the Trash, if it is something that can be fixed put it in the Repair box. If it is 
something you just can’t part with - your old high school sweater - put in in Elsewhere. 
It should be in your memory box not in your everyday closet. If it is something you think 
someone else would like put it in the Friend box. 


The Second Question is - Will you wear it? There are many reasons that we have 
clothing in our closet that we don’t like. May be it was given to us, or we had to have it 
for a special event or it was purchased in a moment of insanity. If you have such an item 
decide which box it belongs in. Don’t let anything take up space in your closet that you 
don’t like. Wearing something that you don’t like, will make you feel frumpy. That feeling 
will be reflected in the way you move and hold yourself. 


While doing this you are thinking - “I won’t have anything left to wear.” - Well, you 
can’t wear these items any way so you won't miss them in your closet. Don’t confuse 
quantity with quality. Most people only wear 20% of the stuff that is in their closet. That 
means they have to dig through the 80% to find the item they want. This is a waste of time 
and energy. European women have much smaller closets. They are very selective about 
what they allow to take up space. 


Good Judgement comes from experience, 


and alot of that comes from bad Judgement. 
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As you are putting the items you can wear back into your closet make a list of what 
you have. Just write down Blouse - Long Sleeves - Red. Keep this list in your purse (maybe 
your iPod). Also make a list of things you really need Blouse - Green - To go with plaid 
skirt. Then when you are out shopping you won't be tempted by a red blouse, but you will 
remember to get the green one you need. 


Place all the items together by type. That way you can see what you have. Blouses in 
the middle, skirts on the left pants on the right. Then when you are looking for one pair of 
pants you won't dig through the entire closet, just one side. 


When the closet is finished, place the Repair box next to the sewing machine. Put the 
Elsewhere box where you keep you souvenirs. Move the Charity and Friend boxes in the 
trunk of your car so you won't forget to drop them off. The Trash box belongs next to the 
garbage can. 


The sense of accomplishment when you have removed all the excess items from your 
space will lighten your day. You will be able to get dressed in a fraction of the time and 
will be more relaxed while doing so. 


Time and our best thought are well spent planning our apparel. The proper 
clothing gives us confidence and self respect, and the respect of others. To be well 
dressed is to be free from the thought of clothes. We judge and are Judged by the 
clothes we wear - they are and outward expression of ourselves, and speak for us, 
while we must remain silent.

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Dear Ed and Pat, 


The SAGE Square and Round Dance Club is one of the largest 
and most successful square dance clubs in New England. We have 
reached this position by trying to make our club an enjoyable 
experience for all. 





Consequently, some of the old habits, including the attempt to mimic our Western 
colleagues in music and dress style have been subject to review. After all, square dancing 
originated in New England but the New England of today is far removed from the 
agrarian society that gave birth to square dancing in New England and which spread to 
other regions of the USA with the migration of New Englanders. 


In our opinion, our membership and the pool of potential members will shrivel if we 
limit our music to the same old country western music in our dances. We have found that 
contemporary music can be readily adapted to square dancing and provides a freshness 
that is in stark contrast to the somewhat stale old music that has a nostalgic appeal to the 
older generations but is meaningless and perhaps boring to newcomers. 


Perhaps the reliance on the old music is a reflection of the difficulties in learning 
new material that many of our veteran callers might fear. However, we submit that the 
challenge of learning new ways should stimulate these folks and make their calling more 
exciting to them as well as the dancers. 


As to the western dress style, we have found many potential dancers are put off by the 
insistence on wearing these items. We do not look on square dancing as a costume ball. 
Rather, we enjoy the dance for its own sake and many of us are more comfortable in our 
every day clothing.

Therefore, in the interest of promoting the survival and health of square dancing, we 
strongly urge the calling community to expand their repertoire to include contemporary 
music and genres that will appeal to the broader population who might otherwise shun 
square dancing as a relic of a long dead era.

Following receipt of Cindy’s letter, her comments prompted us to contact 
several callers and music producers. Here are three of those responses 
which are representative of most of those responding. 


Hello to all, 


Ed & Pat asked me to respond to the letter from Cindy Hutchins, President of the Sage 
Swingers. 


I have long been a fan of the outstanding success that the club has demonstrated. 
To me it is a validation of the values that made some of the earliest square dance clubs 
successful several decades ago. The club is committed to making new dancers welcome. 
The ways in which that is accomplished have changed over these decades as Cindy’s 
letter makes clear. The music and clothing have, indeed, changed and I certainly have 
no problem with that. Ted Lizotte and others have shown us wonderful ways to use non- 
traditional music for square dancing. Many groups no longer have a dress code and are 
happy to welcome all. 


My primary concern for the future of the modern club form of square dancing that so 
many of us have loved is our current insistence that it can only be enjoyed with a large 
vocabulary of calls. The Sage Swingers have shown that the Mainstream Program offers 
enough variety for a large, healthy club. Unfortunately, few other clubs have chosen to 
make use of that wisdom.

I have read and re-read Cindy’s letter and I must say that I pretty much agree with her 
across the board. 


Now, that is with the understanding that any change in ideas must be done in 
moderation to avoid the “shock” factor. While she, and quite possible a majority of her club 
members feel as she does, I am certain that there are those who do not. That would be 
normal. I do feel that we need to update our activity from the points of view such as: Dress 
code, music and same sex partners. If the caller is properly qualified, then who dances 
what position should not matter. 


Now, to answer the question regarding music, again moderation must be used. I think 
that, above all, good judgment should be used as well. I, for example, use alternative music 
for my hoedowns. I do, however, make certain that I use music that maintains the proper 
rhythm for dancing. I DO NOT use “rap music” under any circumstances due primarily to 
content. 


One of the problems I see is that callers are still using music that they have owned for 
twenty plus years because they are too frugal (sounds better than cheap) to purchase new 
music. 


Secondly, some of the new music is of such poor quality, it should not be used at all. 


Most of the producers that are active today are recording songs that are current and 
popular on today’s market - songs by Lady Antebellum, Lady GaGa, Michael Buble, Taylor 
Swift, etc. If the callers would invest in some of these tunes and get away from the “Great 
Speckled Bird” syndrome, I think the dancers would be happy and our activity would be 
more attractive to newcomers. 


Regardless of the producer, I would like to suggest that all callers invest the proceeds 
from one dance per year (minimum) in new music. I feel they owe that to their dancers. 


I can’t speak for all of the producers but Rhythm has produced 31 new tunes, none of 
which have been re-releases in the past three years. Problem is that in 2009 and 2010 
I lost an average of $129.00 per tune due to either 1) callers not buying new music or 2) 
callers buying the mp3 and sharing with their fellow callers. 


Solely because of that, I have gone to the membership program which requires the 
caller to purchase the year’s production in advance and only goes to those callers who join 
the Rhythm Exclusive program. I still don’t make a lot of money but I don’t lose money 
either. So far, our members are very happy with the product and I expect my membership 
to increase significantly next year because all of our releases are very doable. It is the only 
way I can continue to produce quality music and stay in business. 


The callers who are unhappy with the program are so because they want me to spend 
$6,000 on music so they can spend $6.00 on the one they are willing to buy. Those days are 
gone forever. 


Just my opinion — thanks for asking.

Dear Ed & Pat, 
Nice to hear from you again. Hope all is well with you and Pat. 


I have pondered over how to respond to the letter you sent me from Cindy Hutchins. I 
want to give her my honest opinion without coming across too hard. 


It is my honest opinion that music has absolutely nothing to do with the falling off of 
square dancing. 


Good example was “Let’s get rid of petti-coats, krinlins, boots, bowties, etc.” This is 
killing square dancing. This was accomplished, did it revive square dancing? NO. 


We now hear “Let’s get rid of all the old fashioned music with fiddles, guitars, etc.” I 
even heard one young caller say let’s get rid of records and old folks. Guess he expected 
big crowds at his dance. If either of these were to be accomplished would it revive square 
dancing? NO. 


For the past year the few of us record producers that are left have tried producing 
various contemporary tunes. My label ESP produced “Hey Soul Sister” a far cry from 
old fashioned. My friend Bob Elling producer of Riverboat records has a fine collection of 
contemporary hoe-downs and singing calls. 

Do callers buy them? Not enough to pay for the cost of production. 


Callers have downloaded songs by Michael Jackson, Kiss, Metallica and several 
contemporary groups. Has this done anything to revive square dancing? NO. 


There are still more dancers that prefer the old smooth ballads than the disco beats 
with wailing vocals in the background. I personally try to use variety in my programs by 
using a little of both. 


I personally think that if a club is unhappy with the music that their caller uses they 
should talk to him/her. Tell them to contact Bob, he has some great music. Will it save 
square dancing? NO. 


One point she made puzzled me. She said perhaps reliance on old fashioned music is a 
reflection on the difficulty in learning new material. I assume that she doesn’t realize that 
the music does not dictate the material used. I can call square thru to Michael Jackson 
Thriller as easily as I can to “Turkey in the Straw.” The problems are not with the music 
it is with the callers. They don’t want to buy new music and they don’t want to change. 


I would suggest that clubs talk to their caller, tell him/her what you like. Will it revive 
square dancing???

CHALLENGING CHANGES THROUGH EDUCATION 


Presented at the 60” National Square & Round Dance Convention 
in Detroit Michigan, June 2011. 


Part 2 - continued from January 2012 


How do we make a better brand? Let’s look at Apple again, why are they so successful? 
Because they also sell an experience. Just walk into an Apple store; everything is in its 
place. Youre presented with amazingly, attractive machines. The packaging is clean and 
enticing. Their products are simple to use. Although their products are cool looking, what 
is most important is that they work! Is square dancing working? Do we have an attractive 
product people want? 


Successful companies recognize the need that change is constant if they are to survive 
in the marketplace. While modern western square dancing needs to change, one of our 
challenges is that we’re not quite sure how to go about change as a whole. Clubs and 
organizations are out there fighting to keep afloat in their own worlds, but that isn’t 
presenting our “brand” in a unified manner. 


I see some organizations around the country that are working together to make 
their dance experiences work for them. But it isn’t enough. Our activity should be re- 
invented as a whole, not geographically. I see some good things that have emerged over 
the recent years. The web site www.you2candance.org is trying to unite our activity 
for the general public. The Callerlab Foundation has been in existence to help with 
promotion and education. We now even have a square dance radio station at www. 
squaredanceradionetwork.com which is trying to reach the public and educate them about 
our activity. We have a national magazine, The American Square Dance magazine that 
every dancer should support because it is the only national publication that tells us what 
is happening nationally. If ASD goes away, we are left with regional publications, how are 
they going to unite us nationally? 


But what will it take to re-invent our brand so we can survive better in a world 
that is constantly changing? I know one thing that we need to do is to stop all of the 
infighting that takes place within our activity, No matter where I go, I hear about clubs, 
organizations, callers etc fighting with each other. Make no mistake about it; politics can 
get very ugly within our activity. I can write a book on what I have seen, and that’s just 
among callers. We have an internal power struggle that has destroyed many good clubs 
and organizations. Ladies and gentlemen, our geographical landscape is shrinking and 
we are still fighting to see who is going to steer the ship. We need to bottle up our egos 
and learn that if we cannot educate ourselves to the fact that if we are to survive, we need 
to work together and put our personal differences aside. I know that is not easy, but it is 
necessary. Our challenges are coming from both the inside and the outside. How are we to 
reinvent our brand if we cannot agree among ourselves? 


Saint Francis of Assisi, realizing what he must do to make things right with himself 
and before God, stripped himself completely naked in the town square and vowed to start 
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anew. In a sense, he was “re-branding” himself. Are we, as an activity, ready to “strip 
naked” our beliefs and desires in order to come together to make a new brand? 


Someone once said “You can’t build for the future using yesterday’s tools.” I believe 
that if we really want our beloved activity to be better than what it currently is, we need 
to be prepared to do the work 


I am fully aware that any type of promotion takes money, which has always been a sore 
subject within our activity. There has been an age-old argument whether we are a hobby, 
a recreational activity or a business. For many people, it is a business. Just ask any of 
the shops who are here this weekend, and they will tell you it is a business. Callers who 
call full time consider square dancing a business. But the majority, callers, cuers, dancers 
would consider this a hobby. And that is another challenge we have. We are trying to 
keep the same brand of product, i.e. dancing, that we have had for over 60 years. But we 
are working on a shoe string budget because it is very difficult to raise serious money for 
promotion. I don’t see that changing anytime soon. 


However, I do believe we can raise more money nationally if not globally if we can 
educate ourselves to better utilize our resources. Our resources are ourselves. I don’t have 
this answer, but how many marketing people, how many fund raising experts, how many 
professionals who work in corporations do we have around this country dancing in clubs 
that we have not reached out to for help? This is what they do everyday in their jobs. How 
about dancers who are retired from their jobs that might know someone who might know 
someone who might know someone. 


There is an old saying, “If you always do what you have always done, you'll always get 
what you always got.” It is time for a brand change, and even though the odds are stacked 
against us in this day and age with technology moving at the speed of light, we can still 
make our brand better and more noticeable. 


Personally I would love to see an organization put together, perhaps a new 
organization, solely for the purpose of fixing our brand, it should be international. I would 
charge this group with raising money; I do not envision it being made up of delegates 
from our existing organizations, USDA, NEC, CALLERLAB, ROUNDALAB etc. I want a 
working committee of dedicated individuals who are so in love with this activity that they 
will spend their time and money (if possible) to get together and draw up blueprints for a 
new brand. I would let that organization run itself and report to no one. This organization 
would not be for the faint of heart, it would require real work, our activity is no different 
than most businesses, we hold too many meetings and all that happens is a lot of talk. 


The time for talk is over with. We aren't going back to the glory days of the 60’s, 70’s 
and 80’s where we had huge crowds etc. But we can have a better and more viable product. 
A product for today. 


The task before us is great, clubs are closing, the dance population is diminishing, 
and we are losing callers and cuers. We need new blood within the dance population 
as well as the calling and cuing population. I firmly believe we have the educated 
resources within our activity to come up with some solutions. Too many times we throw 
all the responsibility back on CALLERLAB or some other organization. There isn’t one 
organization alone that can deal with our issue. I believe it is time for a new direction, 
one which will ensure our brand will be more accessible to the public. We need a breath 
of fresh air. I don’t have all of these answers, and neither do you, but collectively, we can 
turn this around.

Fluffy Fleece Fabric 


There are many different types of fleece fabric. Some are very thin and light for 
undergarments and others are very heavy with a water repellant surface treatments that 
are designed mountain climbing. All colors and a wide range of thicknesses and surface 





treatments are found in fleece. It is usually polyester but it can be blended with other fibers. 


Pre washing of fleece fabric is not necessary because it does not shrink or bleed. 
Launder fleece garments inside out with similar garments. Use cold water with powdered 
laundry detergent on a gentle cycle. Liquid laundry detergents can effect the moisture 
wicking and water repellent properties of fleece fabric. Do not use bleach, fabric softeners 
or dryer sheets. Tumble dry for short time on a low setting. Over drying will shorten the 
life of the garment. The best way to dry is to shake out and hang up. Do not dry clean. 


Never press fleece, it will melt. If it needs a bit of touch up try steaming the garment 
and use a clothes brush to revive the nap. Use a clothes shaver or a sweater comb to 
remove the ‘pills’ that form on the outside where the fleece rubs. Especially in places like 
the under arms. 


It is often hard to tell the right side from the wrong side of a fleece fabric. Look closely 
at each side. The better looking side is the outside. Looking at the edge you may see that 
one side is thinner than the other. The thinner side is the outside. If you can’t decide from 
those tips just choose one side of the fabric as the outside and be consistent. Mark the 
inside of each piece with a small piece of blue painters tape. This tape will not leave goo 
on the fabric. Mark the notches and other construction points with a fabric marker on the 
inside. Do not try to clip the notches because the clips will be difficult to locate.On pieces 
like pockets there it is difficult to tell the top from the bottom always mark the top edge. 


Always choose patterns with simple lines. There are many patterns that are designed 
just for fleece. When laying out a pattern on fleece use a ‘with nap’ layout. Make very sure 
that all of the pieces, even the little ones, are going the same way. If the nap is running 
in different directions the pieces will appear to be different colors. Pin with quilters pins. 
They are extra long and have big plastic heads so they don’t get lost in the nap of the 
fabric. When cutting out the pattern use a 45 or 60 mm rotary blade cutter. This will be 
much easier on your hands than cutting with scissors. Polyester is very tough and it dulls 
rotary blades, scissors and needles faster than other type of fabrics.

The edges of fleece fabric do not have to be finished. It does not ravel. It can be dressed 
up with pinking shears or a wavy blade rotary cutter for a decorative effect. Fleece seam 
binding (Wright’s) or regular cloth seam binding can be used to cover up the exposed 
edges. Some people like to work a blanket stitch, or other decorative stitch, around the 
edges either by machine or hand stitching. 





When you begin sewing insert a new needle, Universal 90 is a good choice to start 
with. Set the stitch length at 4 mm or 8-10 spi. A too short stitch length will cause the 
fleece to stretch. Thread the machine with a good quality polyester thread and practice 
on scraps before starting the garment. If the stitching is not looking right try a stretch 
or ball point needle. If the fabric is very thick lighten the presser foot pressure. The 
instructions are in your sewing machine manual. Reducing the thread tension may also 
help the stitch quality. 


The information presented here is very basic.The absolute expert on all types of 
fleece is Nancy Cornwell. Her books Adventures with Polarfleece, More Polarfleece 
Adventures and Polar Magic have all of the answers to any sewing problems 
concerning fleece fabric. In addition they contain hundreds of suggestions and ideas for 
fleece garments and projects. These books are easy to read and a great addition to your 
sewing library. 

Make a fleece cape to wear with your square dance outfits. It will keep you toasty 
warm without crushing your ruffles or mashing your skirts. A long cape in your club colors 
will make a great entrance at the next dance. There will be patterns for and examples of 
different types of fleece capes at the 61* National Square Dance Convention in Spokane. 
Stop by the Sewing Studio to see the many displays and new patterns to trace. 
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COMMENT 
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Last month I wrote about the Brasstown, NC weekend I had just completed. Many videos 
from that event can now be seen on the web at www.youtube.com/user/SquareDanceHistory. 


My niece looked at one of those and sent me a video of her daughter doing square 
dancing in her school. At a recent family gathering we were discussing square dancing and 
she said that it looked like a lot of fun. She asked if I knew where they could learn in the 
Chicago area. 


I realized that it would probably be next fall before they could get into a class and that 
it might not be very near where they live. Then I remembered that I had a whole 26 lesson 
class in MP3 format on file at the SDFNE. I made the tapes in the early 1960’s and they 
were used by a former student to start the Mid-Ocean Promenaders club in Bermuda. I 
suggested that she could use them with three couples of friends (or daughters) to learn a 
lot of modern square dancing in their own home. She was enthusiastic and took the whole 
set (almost 2 gigabytes) home with her. I will be very interested to hear whether that 
really happens. 


Since I gave her the set I have wondered about the difference between what they 
include and what we teach in classes today. One obvious difference I could identify was 
three calls that are no longer used in our Mainstream program. They are Cross Trail 
which has moved to the Advanced program, and Substitute and Dixie Chain which have 
both gone away. Learning them in a home program would certainly not be a problem. 


The more striking difference between then and now is the thoroughness of my teaching. 
I used 26 lessons to teach what essentially is today’s Basic program — 51 calls. I taught 
many fewer calls in a class that was longer than most of today’s Mainstream classes. For 
my niece in an isolated situation, away from the MWSD club scene, the fact they haven’t 
learned as many calls won’t matter. They will have learned the ones they did much more 
thoroughly than today’s dancers do. 


It’s interesting to listen to those tapes again and hear how much more we did with 
the limited call vocabulary we were using then. Do we really think that the extended call 
vocabulary has made square dancing more fun?

TWO STEP ROUND THE CHRISTMAS TREE by JL and Linda Pelton 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. More country music that has a good beat; 
recommended speed is down 9% on a CD player or 41 on Dance Master. Travelling Box, 
forward two steps, turning two steps, face to face and back to back, basketball turn, 
circle away and strut together, solo left turning box, scissors, side two steps, progressive 
scissors, forward lock twice, hitches, broken box, side touches and stomp 3 times. 


DONDE ESTA SANTA CLAUS by Al and Martha Wolff 

Phase 3 + 2 (Alemana, Peek-A-Boo Chase) Cha; available from Amazon. Music is a vintage 
kids song from the 1930’s to 1950’s. Circle away and together, basic, New Yorker, spot turn 
alemana, lariat, fence line, crabwalks, peek-a-boo chase — double and break back to open. 


LET’S CHASE EACH OTHER by Don and Linda Hichman 

Phase 2 + 1 (Fishtail) Two Step; available from Amazon. This is traditional country music 
from Merle Haggard and it makes a pleasant dance. Travelling box, forward two steps, 
hitch, circle away and strut together, broken box, scissors, turning two steps, figure 8, face 
to face and back to back, progressive scissors, fishtail, lace over and back, skate left and 
right and back away 6 and kick. 


NO NEWS IS GOOD NEWS by Ron and Georgine Woolcock 

Phase 2 Waltz; available from Amazon and iTunes. This is easy music to dance to anda 
pretty dance. Left turning box 2, forward waltz, drift apart, through twinkles, left turns, 
waltz away, pick-up, progressive box, vine 3, canter, back waltz, back draw touch, sway 
left and right, left turning box, dip back and hold. 


SOMOS by Barry and Bobbie Bartlette 

Phase 3 Rumba; available from iTunes. Good rumba music with a vocal. Fence lines, 

spot turn, time steps, hand to hand, cucaracha, basic, whip, shoulder to shoulder, open 
break, crab walks, break back to open, progressive walks, sliding door, “peek-a-boo” chase 
starting in tandem line of dance (cued out to keep it a phase 3), side closes and side corte. 


WITH OUR COMPLIMENTS by Phil and Sandie Gatchell 

Phase 3 + 2 (Diamond Turn, Weave) Waltz; available from Casa Musica. This is a re-write 
of our phase 4 + 1 waltz done to the same music. Diamond turn, left turns, box, whisk, 
through and chasse - semi, forward-forward/lock-forward, forward waltzes, progressive 
box, hover, left turning box, weave, maneuver, impetus, hover fallaway, slip pivot, 1⁄2 box, 
left turn and chair.

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IT SHOULD HAVE BEEN EASY by Gus and Lynn DeFore 

Phase 4 + 1 (Stop and Go Hockey Stick) +2 (Cross Lunge, 1/2 Basic and Wrap to a Fan) 
Rumba; available from Amazon and iTunes. This is a sweet sounding Anne Murray song. 
Time and spot, spot and time, basic, fan, hockey stick, alemana, shoulder to shoulder, flirt, 
sweethearts, lariat in 9, 1⁄2 basic and wrap — to a fan, stop and go hockey stick — with a 
cross lunge, cross body, sidewalks and sway apart. 


PAPA NOEL by Nick and Nancy Snell 

Originally released in 1991, Phase 4 Jive and One Step; available on MCA 65027 and 
Amazon. Jive walks, triples, swivel walk, chasse left and right, fallaway throwaway, link 
rock, windmills, pat-a-cake chase, right side pass, underarm turn, diamond turn and right 
turning fallaway. 


WHAY NOW MY LOVE by Howard and Anna Hoffman 

Phase 4 Cha Cha; available from Amazon. This is really good music. Basic, fence line, 
aida, switch rock, spot turn, alemana, travelling doors, vine, sliding doors, circle away and 
together, fan, hockey stick, New Yorker, hand to hand, sand steps, chase with a double 
peek-a-boo, shoulder to shoulder, and step apart. 


WHEN A MAN LOVES A WOMAN by Russ and Judy Francis 

Phase 4 + 1 (Hinge) Waltz; available from Amazon. Box finish, diamond turn, forward 
waltz, maneuver, spin turn, cross hovers, chair-recover-slip, telemark, impetus, weave, 
whisk, hover corte, back whisk, side canter, through and chasse, forward-forward/lock- 
forward, in and out runs, sway left and right, slow hinge and hold. 


YOU’RE THE WANT I WANT by Russ and Judy Francis 

Phase 4 + 2 (Open Hip Twist, Double Cubans) Cha Cha; available from Amazon. This is 
your kind of music if you are a “Grease” fan. Skate together in 4, New Yorker in 4, open 
hip twist, fan, hockey stick, New Yorker, spot turn, aida, open break, whip and twirl, hand 
to hand, quick merengue, chase with a peek-a-boo, double Cubans, shoulder to shoulder, 
left hand star and umbrella turn. 


COULD IT BE MAGIC by Russ and Judy Francis 

Phase 5 Foxtrot; available from Amazon. Very pretty instrumental music makes for 

easy dancing. Sway left and right, diamond turn, quick diamond 4, reverse turn, hover, 
natural hover cross, whisk, reverse wave, outside change, forward run 2, % natural, closed 
impetus, feather finish, hover corte, back whisk, in and out runs, weave, curved feather, 
back three step, hover fallaway, slip pivot, promenade weave, chair-recover-slip and 
promenade sway. 


YOURS by Tom Hicks 

Phase 5 Two Step, Foxtrot and Calypso (Jive); available on MCA 60148 and Amazon. 
Sway left and right, tree step, maneuver, hesitation change, hover cross, closed telemark, 
natural weave, reverse wave, impetus, weave, top spin, feather, change of direction, 
outside swivel, change right to left and left to right, vine, maneuver, pivot 2, walk 2, solo 
turn in 6, fishtail, hitch, progressive scissors, turning two step, side two step, box, roll 
across, roll 3, rock 3, breakaways, vine 4, pivot 2 walk 2 and step apart. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style.

BANNER STEALING 
HOW TO MAKE IT EXCITING 


I call regularly in Northern New Jersey and am always impressed with how clubs steal 
banners there. When a club steals a banner or retrieves one, the host club will introduce 
the raiding club halfway through the dance. Dancers from the raiding club will march 
into the hall to music (they bring their own record or have the caller select one), holding 
their club banner, and will do a brief choreographed routine, lasting about 45 seconds. The 
routine is similar to what a college marching band would do, but far less complicated. 


For example, the dancers may march into the room in columns, then separate and 
make new columns; or they may march in and form an arch at the front of the hall and the 
rest of the dancers go under the arch; or they may march into the room in columns and 
then form lines. The dancers finish facing the audience, are given the banner, and they 
march out to the music. Total time is about 2 minutes from start to finish. 


No rehearsal is required. Club members who have done this before will explain the 
routine to new people just prior to marching in, and then will use hand signals to direct 
everyone as they march. Sometimes a group will make up a new routine on the spot. The 
overall feeling is one of excitement. The audience enjoys watching as much as the raiding 
club enjoys performing. 


Contrast this with a dance I called in another state that is typical of what happens 
most places. During announcements the president said: “XYZ club is stealing our banner - 
someone come up and get it.” The person walked forward, got the banner, and walked back 
to their seat. That was it! 


Which procedure do you think creates excitement and fun and encourages clubs to go 
on banner raids? All clubs and federations would benefit from using the Northern New 
Jersey method, because the likely result would be an upsurge in interest in banner raids.

I’ve just read all the letters published in the February 2012 
edition of Northeast Square Dancer and I would like to encourage 
this discussion to continue in every available forum. As a relatively 
new caller Gust 5 years), I find that I agree with points made in all the letters, and a 
common thread throughout is that it is up to the callers to revive or kill this activity. No 
single remedy of music or dress, or who’s welcome in a square will make any difference if 
the CALLER does not bring FRESH energy to the program. 


I find at my classes and dances that people are really having fun. It does not seem to 
make any difference that I make frequent mistakes (cross the dancers, get confused, call 
things wrong) or mess up the songs - they are still having fun. I would like to claim that 
they are having fun because of my selection of music and clever choreography, but the 
reality is that they are having fun because I am having fun. 





I laugh when I make a mistake and tell them that I’m sure to make more mistakes 
then they will. I move around on the floor and interact with them as they dance, 
sometimes acting like an airport ground flagmen giving directional signals. And when the 
dancers say they’re good nights, they are all smiles and thank me for a great time. They 
also comment on how they wish their own club callers would do more fun stuff - including 
updating their music, their patter habits, and their singing figures. 


If the caller is doing the same thing every year, it doesn’t matter how good they are, 
the dancers get tired of it. And if the caller is bored with teaching, the students know it 
as well. 


I attend caller school every year and sometimes there are callers there who have 
20 or more years of experience. I ask why they are still coming to school and they say 
it’s their best opportunity to refresh their skills, get new ideas and revitalize their own 
calling experience. (I wish there were more experienced callers taking advantage of this

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opportunity it’s not just good for them, its also good for the newer callers.) I also see a lot 
of new callers and a few have supportive home clubs and callers, but most struggle to get 
calling opportunities. It seems that established callers think that new callers will take 
clubs and contracts away from them. We will - if established callers do not continually 
refresh their programs. But if clubs are happy with their caller, then new callers will 
create new clubs and recruit new dancers and create new opportunities. (Also, who will 
continue the activity when callers retire? But that’s another issue.) 


My suggestion for revitalizing this beloved activity is for clubs to recruit and support 
new callers. If the club supports caller recruitment, then the club caller should act as a 
mentor. And the act of mentoring will help refresh an established caller’s routine. With 
good support from a local caller and club, a new caller, when ready, can venture out to a 
new town and create their own club. 


I’ve been calling for just over 5 years and have had great support from SAGE Swingers 
of Brunswick, Maine. They’ve given me many opportunities to call, given me scholarships 
to attend caller school and have been very supportive in my creation of a new club - Twin 
City Spinners, Lewiston, Maine. SAGE has not only supported the TCS dances, but also 
helped promote the class, recruited students and have come to classes as angels. I’m sure 
that I would not be where I am without their support - probably just still a dancer. 


I may be a rookie caller, but I’m also part of the future of square dancing - at least 
in my corner of the world. Please help revitalize square dancing throughout the country 
by continually trying new things and always doing everything possible to bring in new 
dancers. I’m really hoping to have folks to call to in 20 years.

Hi Ed and Pat, 


I don’t pretend to know as much about music as the others who have responded to the 
article, but I have been calling for over 30 years and one time had a square dance record 
store in my home. Here is what I think. 


A good piece of music will stand the test of time and should continue to be used. The 
quality of music produced has improved so there is no need to continue to use the old 
recordings of a song, but there is something to be said for the tradition of square dancing. 


Some of the new music being used is fine, but some of it is too far out for the people we 
now have in the activity. 


There is a difference between the music used at a demo trying to attract new, younger 
dancers and the music used at a dance attended by the dancers we already have. No caller 
who knows how to read a crowd would think of using a whole evening of the same type of 
music and will provide a good mix of standards, rock, Dixieland, and so forth. 


To me this is the same as calling a Mainstream dance when there are Plus and Advanced 
dancers on the floor. As a caller you have to give everyone something over the course of the 
evening. Do you think we should be using some rap song for patter when the dancers at the 
dance are over 50? You have to know your crowd. I don’t know a caller who doesn’t pick his/ 
her music to match the crowd when they do a one-night-stand. Club dances are no different. 
Input from dancers about music used or anything else is welcome by most callers. 


The activity will be better served by communication, not only between the club and 
the caller, but the caller through music choices with the dancers on the floor either at a 
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club dance or when trying to attract new dancers. There are many other things that affect 
thoughts about our activity (both negative and positive) besides music choice (1.e., clothes, 
length of lessons) which I think should be addressed before we switch all the music to 
what the under 20 age group listens to.

My wife and I have been square dancers for about 25 years and we have seen things we 
disagree with. Most of the remarks that Cindy makes are valid and great except the one 
about men wearing short sleeve shirts. 


There is nothing more uncomfortable than doing an arm turn with a man who has 
sweat literally dripping off of his arm which reinforces the reason why men carry (or 
should carry) a towel on his belt. Other than that we agree with the use of the music and 
the way we can dress. When we first started dancing we spent many dollars for skirts, 
blouses, petite pants, matching outfits, etc. which almost drove us away from square 
dancing. 


We keep hearing about what things can be done to revive the interest in square 
dancing and I believe that ONE of the things that can be done is what Cindy suggests. We 
believe that there are many other things that can be done, all that has to happen is that 
those that are in the driver’s seat start thinking outside of the box. 


When I say “those that are in the driver’s seat” I mean the callers and the clubs. All too 
often the routine is that the caller comes to the location where the dance is being held, sets 
up his equipment, calls the dance, takes down his equipment then goes home. In reality 
the clubs are working for the callers. I firmly believe that square dancing would truly 
benefit if the callers and the dancers would work more closely together. 


Seeing as how I am not even certain if anybody will get this email I will now step down 
off of my soap box and go for dinner.

Unfortunately, several had either a Special Pressing for the music or the music 
had been modified by the dance choreographer. 


BANANAS TWO STEP by Dennis and Judi Winze 

Phase 2 + 1 (Break Back) Two Step; available from Amazon. Face to face and back to back, 
progressive scissors 4 times, side two steps, break back-recover-face-close, doors, hitch 6, 
forward lock forward, circle away 2 twos and together 2 twos, left turning box with hops, 
forward two steps, turning two steps, twirl vine, travelling doors, twirl vin 2 and step 
apart point. 


BIG CHIEF BUFFALO NICKEL by Don and Linda Hichman 

Phase 2 + 1 (Fishtail) Two Step; available from Amazon. Broken box, forward two steps, 
double hitch, vine apart and together, basketball turn, lace across, lace back, turning two 
steps, circle chase, vine, wrap, unwrap, change side, skate, back away, strut together, walk 
and pick-up, travelling scissors, fishtail, travelling box, twirl vine 2 and apart point. 


I COULDN’T LOVE HER ANYMORE by Gus and Lynn DeFore 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. I liked this music and the dance flows nicely. 
Side two steps, apart and hitch apart, walk, scissors, travelling box with twirl, circle away 
2 twos, left turning box, lace across, vine, wrap, unwrap, lady roll across, forward-lock- 
forward, lunge apart and point to reverse. 


SOMEONE’S FOOL by Dorothy Sanders 

Phase 2 Waltz; available from Palomino or Amazon or your record case. The music is 
classic Kenny Rogers and the dance fits nicely. Box, reverse box, twinkle, maneuver, right 
turns, left turns, forward waltz, twirl/vine, canter, waltz away, turn in , back waltz, roll 3, 
left turning box, through face close and point line. 


LAST TRAIN TO CLARKSVILLE by Kevin Klein 

Phase 3 + 1 (Triple Cha) Cha; available on iTunes and Amazon. Good Monkees music 
and good flowing dance. Circle cha, basic, New Yorker, crabwalks, spot turn, chase, New 
Yorker with triple cha, whip, rock-recover-back triple cha and point side. 


LAUGHTER IN THE RAIN by Yasuyo Watanabe 

Phase 3+ 1 (Chase with Peek-A-Boos) Rumba; available on Collectible 4945 or Amazon. 
Music is traditional Neil Sedaka. The dance has only 1 ‘wait’ measure of music — I prefer 2 
measures; it is easily changeable. Cucarachas, basic, fence line, serpiente, under arm turn, 
and reverse under arm turn, lariat, New Yorker, sliding doors, circle away and together, 
wheel, chase with peek-a-boos, through side lunge and twist. 


MISS YOU GIRL by Chuck and Doreene Ball 

Phase 4 + 0 + 1 (Diamond Turn) Cha; available from Amazon. There is a good beat to the 
music which makes the dance flow nicely. Sliding doors, basic, circle away and together, 
spot turn, crab walk, fence line, under arm turns, time steps, diamond turn (cha count), 


open break, whip, sand steps, umbrella turn hand to hand, shoulder to shoulder, develope 
and hold.

Phase 3 + 1 (In and Out Runs) Waltz; available from Amazon. Soft vocal and a good dance. 
Balance, twirl vine, left turns, whisk, through and chasse, forward-forward/lock. Forward, 
maneuver, impetus, wing, telemark, hover fallaway, slip pivot, hover, cross hover, in and 
out runs, box, lady roll across, twinkle, spin turn, dip back and hold. 


ALL HIS CHILDREN by Aubrey and Joann Smelser 

Phase 4 Waltz; available on CD “Legendary Henry Mancini.” Terrific music and a good 
dance. Twirl/vine, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, left turns, hover, cross hesitation, open 
impetus, through semi chasse, diamond turn, balance, canter, cross point, hover telemark, 
in and out runs, whiplash, outside swivel, forward right lunge and hold. 


PINE CONES AND HOLLY BERRIES by Al and Martha Wolff 

Phase 4 Foxtrot/Jive; available from Amazon as an album. Definitely Christmas music 
and a fine dance. Three step, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, left turns, twirl/vine, 
forward stairs eight, diamond turn, forward run 2, back feather, feather finish, side touch 
and chasse, change places, windmill turns, Spanish arms, throwaway, link rock, turning 
fallaway, jive walks, swivel walks and side close — apart point. 


JEALOUS by Ken and Irene Slater 

Phase 5 + 1 (Spin and Twist) Foxtrot; available from Amazon. Very pretty music and it fits 
well into the dance. Hover, feather, 2 diamond, quick diamond 4, open reverse turn, back 
and chasse, natural hover cross, open telemark, open natural, open impetus, quick open 
revers, chair and slip, natural weave, change of direction, outside check, outside spin and 
twist, feather finish, reverse wave, check and weave, promenade weave, through jete point. 


PM ACCUSTOMED TO YOUR FACE by Bill and Carol Goss 

Phase 6 Bolero; available from Rhapsody and Amazon. Beautiful music to an equally 
beautiful dance. Circular walk, back lady curl, lady roll out, opposite spot turn, banjo 
wheel, double ronde syncopated reverse underarm turn, New Yorker, aida prep, hip rocks, 
forward break, turning basic with double contra check ending, hinge cross body, stop and 
go, in and out runs, and much more. Check out the cue sheet for yourself. 


NO PARTICULAR PLACE TO GO by Derek and Jean Tonks 

Phase 6 Jive (originally released in the early 1990’s); available on Collectables 3442 or 
Amazon. This is Chuck Berry at his finest and a good dance. Miami loop to sit kick, whip 
with freeze ending, kick steps, side draw ball change, throwaway, change right to left with 
chasse turn, progressive locks, American spin, hip bumps, sliding doors with kick ball 
change, shimmy, duck under, lindy catch, syncopated chicken walk wheel, chasse turn, 
and travelling swivels. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed; I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

I don’t call as often as I once did — by a whole lot. For many years I called at least six 
dances a week. I didn’t have to practice much. I had many opportunities to try out new 
material. If it didn’t work tonight, I could change it a little and try again tomorrow. I also 
didn’t have to worry about forgetting how things worked in between dances. These days I 
do have to work a little harder at remembering from one dance to the next. 


The upside in this lack of frequency is that I don’t need anywhere near as much 
material to provide variety for the dancers. We know that people have trouble 
remembering what they danced in the last tip let alone at the dance last week. I have 
always kept a record of what I have called at every dance. It goes back to the first class I 
taught for the Allemande 8’s in Manchester, NH in 1956. I recently looked at that program 
for that first class and even I was surprised to see that it was before the calls Square Thru 
and Wheel and Deal were invented. It was also surprising that I was able to teach all the 
students needed to know in five lessons — and the last one was all review. 


I was surprised at a recent dance when a newer caller who was there commented 
that he was learning a lot because I called differently than other callers. I was surprised 
because I think I’m calling pretty “standard” dance material. A bit later I asked him what 
was different and his answer was “that last tip.” It had been a tip based on Stars and I 
had used them for four men, four women, two couples and both in the center of the square 
and on the sides — a fairly standard programming process for me. He pointed out that most 
callers these days don’t use stars much if they use them at all. 


I don’t get to see other callers work a full dance very often. I know that I have a 
program plan for every dance. I do that so I remember to use most of the calls on the 
program list for the dance I’m calling. I also have notes on the program plan that remind 
me to use the calls in a variety of setups and with both Heads and Sides active. I’ve been 
told by other callers that they don’t use as complete a plan — if they use a program plan 
at all. I remember from the days when I was more active teaching callers that a lack of 
program planning can result in callers over using some calls and failing to use some of the 
calls at all. Perhaps that’s one of the differences. I try to use as many of the calls on the 
dance program as I can.

CHALLENGING CHANGES THROUGH EDUCATION 


Presented at the 60% National Square & Round Dance Convention 
in Detroit Michigan, June 2011. 


Continued from February 2012 - Conclusion 


What will our new brand look like? I am not sure, but I would gather that when IBM 
sat down for the first time they didn’t have all of the answer themselves. I am sure the 
task before them looked almost unreachable. But, working together, putting together the 
right team with the right attitude, they did re-invent themselves. 


Robert Liodice, President & CEO, Association of National Advertisers, Inc. says that 
Marketing — as a business discipline and as an organizational function is being reinvented. 
In fact, it must be continuously reinvented! Square Dancing must be continuously 
reinvented in the way we promote ourselves. We need to have beginner classes year round, 
all the time. I understand this takes time and effort, and I also understand in certain 
parts of the country it may not be doable, but I am encouraged when I travel and see clubs 
and/or organizations beginning lessons almost on a year round basis. Is it a lot of work? 
Absolutely it is. 


But in order to reinvent our brand, we need to be constantly “Out there” in the public. 
Technology has passed us by in terms of consumer consumption. Square Dancing will 
never be an Apple, but it can be reinvented just as IBM reinvented itself. It is only when 
we look within ourselves, and open up ourselves to thinking of what we can accomplish, 
and then we will have the opportunity to move forward and better educate ourselves. 
That education will ultimately help us overcome the challenges we face today within our 
activity. 


But change comes from within, we need to stop looking at our vision of square dancing 
and think that is all there is. If my Jewish friends will indulge me here for a minute. In 
the Gospel of John, after Jesus is resurrected, it was Mary Magdalene who was weeping 
outside the tomb and she saw Jesus, and asked if he was the Gardner. She did not 
recognize him because she was still clinging to the human Jesus she had come to know. 
This is what we are doing when we look at our activity. We are still clinging to what we 
have come accustom to. We have not yet let go of this vision in hopes we can see something 
better. We are not going to get very far if we continue to cling to our old ways. We need to 
begin to see the forest through the trees. 


The challenges we face are real. There is not one answer of how we can overcome the 
perception to the public that square dancing is not just for older people. No one has an 
answer of how we can instantly fill up the clubs with teens and people in their twenties 
and thirties. If it was that easy, it would have already been done. For those of you who 
consider this just a hobby and only want to come and dance when you feel like it, that’s 
fine. You have every right to do that. 
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But for those of you who are like me, who has square dancing in their veins, who want 
to see our beloved activity reach new heights, then I challenge you to step forward and 
work even harder. We cannot continue to put the work on the shoulders of the few; there 
are many out there whom we have never reached, people who can help. We must stop the 
in-fighting among ourselves. We need to put aside our differences for the good of all. Yes, 
that is very difficult, we all have egos, but we need to learn to lead by example. We need to 
have better attitudes, our caller leaders need to realize that our Programs are not perfect 
and should be seriously reviewed. Our dance leaders need to realize that despite the fact 
that their club and/or organizations are doing well, that is not enough. We need to share 
our talents and our expertise. 


We must all care together. The fact you are sitting in this room today tells me you care. 
Over the next few days, when you see a Detroit Committee member, take the time to tell 
them you do care about their efforts. These people have dedicated 4-5 years of their lives 
to this weekend, all for the enjoyment of others. I hold no secret key that unlocks the door 
to the answers we all seek, no one does. But I stand here before you today and pledge my 
dedication to being part of something real should it develop that will help reinvent our 
brand. Let’s not kid ourselves, we are all in this together whether some like it or not. I 
am not concerned with anyone’s personal status or preference, we need each other. I have 
seen dancers and clubs from all aspects of our activity provide fun and fellowship for the 
enjoyment of all. Yes, it can be accomplished, but we need to stop clinging to the old and 
begin to envision the new. 


On June 1*, Western Massachusetts was hit by 3 tornados. My town, West Springfield 
was one of the towns that were affected. On a personal note, fortunately for me and my 
family, we were not affected. But many people were affected. It was quite reassuring for 
me to receive emails and face book messages from square dancers all over the world who 
know me and asked if I was OK. They did this because we are all one big family. Our 
“family” came together to help the victims of Katrina and recently the devastation in 
Japan. We do this because we care, because that is what families do. If we are to move 
forward with some sort of resurgence in our activity, we must do it together, as a family. 


In summary, before we can educate the public about square dancing, we need to 
educate ourselves first. We need a direction in which we can work together. We will never 
have 100% agreement, but we can try. We won't always have 100% success, but we can 
try. We will not have 100% retention rate of our new dancers, but we can try. I firmly 
believe our issues in reinventing our brand are doable but will require a renewed effort 
by many. Before we can run, we need to walk, if we cannot see the larger picture, than we 
will never move forward. 


We need to look at examples of companies or organizations that have reinvented their 
brand; we cannot put our heads in the sand and simply gripe that technology is the cause 
for our current status. We need to look beyond these issues and actually do something 
about it. Whether you look at square dancing as a business or not, it is still going to take 
a huge effort by those dedicated to move this forward. We need to utilize the technology 
we have today to communicate our efforts among each other. Let’s take advantage of the 
internet, email, Skype and other forms of communication so we can work together. I don’t 
need to be in the same room with you to have a meeting and discuss our issues. We can get 


a great deal of work done remotely.

Plaid Fabrics 


When selecting plaids for dancing look for wide stripes, with strong contrasting colors. 
A small plaid in shades of blue will look like a soft blue blur when seen across the dance 
floor. Drape the fabric across the end of a display shelf and walk away 20 feet. You will get 
a different impression of the design when you turn around. Plaid fabrics make beautiful 
dress and shirts when chosen carefully. 





All plaids are made up of repeats, lengthwise and crosswise stripes creating four sided 
areas. There are two basic types of plaids. 


Even plaids - The stripe design is the same on both sides of the most noticeable 
lengthwise and crosswise stripes. 


Uneven plaids - The arrangement of stripes is different on each side of the most 
noticeable lengthwise and crosswise stripes - in number, size and/or color of stripes. 


Find one main stripe lengthwise. Look at the stripes that are next to it on each side. 
Then find a main crosswise stripe and look at the stripes are next to it on each side. If 
the arrangements of secondary stripes are the same on each side it is an even plaid. If 
different it is an uneven plaid. Some plaids are even in one direction but not in the other. 
Uneven plaids are more difficult to match when cutting and sewing. 


When selecting a fabric, check to see whether the plaid is woven into the fabric or 
printed on the surface. If it is a printed plaid, the stripes will not be on the true grain of 
the fabric. Trying to make the stripes match will result in twisted grain lines. Straighten 
printed plaids by cutting along one thread and disregarding the print. When using a 
printed plaid cut the fabric according to the grain lines and try to line up the plaid print as 
much as you can but don’t force it. 


A woven plaid will look the same on both sides. Determine the right side by looking at 
the salvage edges. When the little pin holes are pointing up it is the right side. Either side 
can be used as the preferred side as long as the same side is used throughout the garment. 
Straighten woven plaids by cutting along one stripe. 


The best styles for plaid garments are simple, without a lot of seams, darts or gathers. 
Many patterns are marked “Not suitable for plaids or oneway designs.” Let the plaid be 
the focal point rather than intricate stitching. Consider making the collar cuffs or yoke 
from a solid color fabric. Panel skirts can be cut with the pieces on the bias, but they must 
be cut very carefully making sure that they are all exactly the same. 


The best way to cut plaids is in one layer. Trying to keep two layers of fabric exactly 
aligned is very difficult. It is easier to cut each pattern piece twice. Cut the first side with 
the pattern right side up. Then flip the pattern over and cut right side down. To position 
the pattern pieces look at the notches, they are the most important matching points 
of the pattern. Make sure each notch is in exactly the same place on the plaid as the 
corresponding notch on the piece it will be sewn to. 
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The most important places to match are the crosswise stripes at the center front and 
center back seams. Then match the side seam notches. Match set in sleeves front arm 
hole notch to the garment front armhole notch. Plaids will not match above the notches 
at armholes, above the bust darts at side seams, in eased or gathered areas and above the 
bust on princess seamed garments. Do not place a main stripe across the fullest part of the 
bust, abdomen or hip. 


After the fabric has been cut to a perfect match it must be sewn exactly. Most plaids 
can be pin based together, use lots of pins and constantly check to ensure the exact 
same position on the front and back. Hand basting may be necessary for some plaids. 
Special walking feet are available to keep the two layers even. Always use the exact seam 
allowance indicated on the pattern. 


Plaids require a little more planing and care when cutting and stitching but the results 
are well worth the effort. This is not a project to be rushed. Work slowly and have fun 
creating a unique garment.

A History of the Fairs ’n Squares Square Dance Club 
of Framingham, Massachusetts 
By Glenn Ickler 


The call to square dance in Framingham came in October of 1961 when the Fram- 
ingham Department of Recreation sponsored a class at the Civic League with Paul 
Pratt of Chelmsford as the caller and teacher. Three couples showed up that first eve- 
ning and a man was recruited from an office in the building to dance with the caller’s 
wife in order to complete a square. 


By graduation in the spring of 1962 there were 3 to 4 sets dancing. An independent 
club was formed in 1962 with a board of directors. George and Carolyn Frost, the first 
presidents, named the club and designed the badge still in use today. 


During the club’s first “official year” there were ten squares in class. Dances were 
held in any and all halls large enough to accommodate the crowd. A telephone tree was 
established to inform dancers of the location of each dance. Coffee, made at home in a 
large urn, was transported hot to the dance location by a very careful driver. 


A permanent home was found the following year. The club has moved to five other 
halls since then, settling into its present home in Ellison Hall in 1995. 


In 1964, the Fairs ’n Squares originated the Presidents’ Ball, an annual event that 
drew presidents and vice presidents from dozens of New England clubs for 25 years. In 
1965 the club organized the Town and Country Jubilee, which drew 3,000 dancers to 
the Prudential Center in Boston. 


In 1979, the Fairs ’n Squares became the first (and for more than 20 years the only) 
club to receive the Yankee Clipper Award at the New England Square and Round 
Dance Convention. 


A scholarship fund was established in 1970 and each year $1,000 is granted to a 
deserving Framingham high school graduate attending a college or university. Over 
the years, club members have participated in numerous community events, including 
helping charitable fund raisers, marching in the Framingham Flag Day parade and 
entertaining residents of Framingham nursing homes.

Į am a UK reader of your magazine and I have been follow- 
ing you letters in February and March with great interest. I have 
been a dancer for over 20 years and I fear that the pastime is 
slowly dying in the UK - recruitment of any age group is difficult. 





Į am not a caller and work commitments prevent me from giving it the time required 
to learn. Over the last 5 years I have thought out of the box to support my club and now 
when our caller is away I occasionally run what have become known as Bob’s Disco’s. I 
try to give people something different. I dim the lights in the hall and use gentle disco 
lighting to improve the atmosphere — who wants to sit all night in a room harshly lit by 
fluorescent lights? 


I use good quality recorded music which I gather from around the world, played 
through a good sound system. I control my PC with a remote control so that my wife 
and I can dance as well. I totally don’t care what people wear, I just want them dancing. 
6 squares in modern dress beats 2 in square dance clothing in my book! The nights are 
lively, relaxed, I make as many mistakes as the other dancers and we all laugh about it. I 
often get more dancers than we get on our usual club nights ! 


I know it isn’t the solution to our problems, I cannot teach people but at least I can give 
our existing dancers a good time and hopefully stop them getting bored. 


I think my message is that whether we are callers, club committee members or sim- 
ply dancers we all must work together and not be afraid to try different things. If some of 
them come right Square Dancing will have a future.

I’ve been working on the SquareDanceHistory.org web site recently. We have 
collected a lot of information and video images. I have been trying to understand how 
and when we made the transition from traditional square dancing to what we are now 
calling “modern western” square dancing. We are pretty much agreed on what the 
difference is. In traditional dancing the dance routine is repeated several times during 
each individual tip. In modern square dancing the caller changes the dance routine as it 
is called. 


That idea of changing the dance pattern during the dance happened, generally, after 
WW2. It may have been done in isolated places before the war but we don’t have any 
recordings that let us know about those. We do know that by the early 1960’s there were 
books describing for callers how to manage that kind of choreographic change. 


It is nearly certain that the changing of the dance pattern as it was called in modern 
square dancing became common during the fifteen year period from 1945 to 1960. 


Another difference between most traditional square dancing and its modern siblings is 
the club. We know that there were traditional square dance clubs but much of traditional 
dancing was put on by the musicians or the caller or by some other organization that hired 
them both. In New England some of the clubs that started before there was modern square 
dancing made the changeover in that same fifteen year period. 


When I returned to New England after the Korean War there were three clubs that I 
knew of already in operation; the Pittsfield Quadrille Club, the Fitchburg Quadrille Club 
and the Seacoast Region Square Dance Club. All of them made the transition to modern 
square dancing and continued as modern clubs for several decades although the Fitchburg 
club went through several name changes along the way. I think there was one south of 
Boston, too. 


I wrote recently to Earl Johnston and I have spoken with Al Brundage. We all think 
Al’s Connecticut Club was the first truly modern (meaning different from the traditional 
New England) square dance club in New England. He formed that club after his visit to 
Pappy Shaw’s in Colorado in 1949. If anyone knows of some other information that would 
help me understand more about the origin of modern square dancing, I would love to hear 
from you.

Traditional John Denver 
music with a good dance. Travelling box, hitch, walk 2, twirl/vine, face to face and back to 
back, broken box, strolling vine, open vine, lace up, turning two steps, circle away, strut 
together, basketball turn and twirl/vine 2. 


IN KANSAS CITY by Al and Martha Wolff 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. Good ol’ country music from Buck Owens. Box, 
reverse box, hitch, scissors, circle away, strut together, vine apart and together, open vine 
4, vine 3, wrap, unwrap, change sides, face to forward two steps, face and back to back, side 
draw close, rock forward and recover, back and recover, lunge turn in and a travelling box. 


WHY ASK FOR THE MOON by Collina DeFore Meyer 

Phase 2 Two Step; available on Decca or Hi Hat. Forward two steps, scissors, limp, side 
draw close, twirl/vine, reverse twirl vine, face to face and back to back, basketball turn, 
box, dip and recover, vine 3, warp, unwrap and change sides. 


COOL TO BE A FOOL by Jerry Carmen 

Phase 2 + 1 (Fishtail) Two Step; available on iTunes and Amazon. Here is more country 
music and an easy dance that can be done at an open dance. Box, scissors, vine 4, turning 
two steps, face to face and back to back, basketball, turn, hitch, circle away and together, 
progressive scissors, fishtail, travelling box, left turning box, lunge and twist. 


MIRA RIVER WALTZ by Debbie and Paul Taylor 

Phase 2 + 1 (Pivot to semi) Waltz; available on Amazon. Beautiful piano music and a 
pretty dance. Waltz away and together, solo turn to closed, maneuver, right turns, twisty 
balance, twisty vine, left turning box, step swing, spin/maneuver, left turns, twinkle, 
reverse twirl, open box, twirl/vine, progressive twinkles and a dip back and twist. 


COME PAINT THE WIND by Howard and Anna Hoffman 

Phase 3 + 1 (Alemana) Rumba; available from iTunes and Amazon. Doors circle away and 
together, basic, underarm turn, reverse underarm turn, shoulder to shoulder, fence line, 
serpiente, spot turn, chase, alemana, lariat, crabwalks, sidewalks, hand to hand, side close 
and side corte. 


ONLY YOU (SOLO TU) by Gert-Jan and Susie Rotscheid 

Phase 3 + 2 (Cross Swivel and Cross Body) + 1 (Sunburst); available from Casa Musica. 
Starts with un-phased Sunburst, cucarachas, shoulder to shoulder, basic, spot turn, wheel, 
chase with peek-a-boo, cross body, cross swivels, break back to open, sliding doors, side 
walks, lariat, fence lines, New Yorker, whip, side close and side corte.

SOUTHERLY RUMBA by Howard and Anna Hoffman 

Phase 3 + 2 (Alemana and Aida) Rumba; available from iTunes and Amazon. Pretty music. 
Basic, underarm turn, alemana, lariat, cucaracha, crab walk, chase, shoulder to shoulder, 
hand to hand, serpiente, doors, progressive walks, New Yorker, spot turn, chase with 
double peek-a-boo, time and spot, spot and time and an aida. 


COOL FOOL RUMBA by Jerry Carmen 

Phase 3 Rumba; available from iTunes and Amazon. (Same music as the phase 2 reviewed 
above.) Box, vine 3, crabwalks, New Yorkers, alemana, hand to hand, basic, circle away 
and together, fence lines, chase with peek-a-boo, shoulder to shoulder, chase, merengue 
and a lunge and twist. 


HOLD ON TOGETHER by Takao and Setsuko Ito 

Phase 4 Bolero; available from Amazon. Great Diana Ross music and a good dance. Hip 
rock, lunge, basic, underarm turn, in and out runs, preparation aida, aida line, fence line, 
hip lift, turning basic, fallaway rhonde, open contra check, cross body, syncopated turning 
basic overturned, head loop and lady under to opening out. 


LAST WALTZ OF THE EVENING by Russ and Judy Francis 

Phase 4 Waltz; available from Amazon. Very pretty dance to a well performed piece 

of music. Box finish, diamond turn, forward waltz, maneuver, spin turn, cross hovers, 
telemark, impetus, weave, whisk, hover corte, back whisk, wing, canter, left turns, in and 
out runs, chair-recover-slip, hover fallaway, dip — twist and leg crawl. 


WHAT A DAY FOR A DAYDREAM by Joe Yakimowski 

Phase 4 + 1 (American Spin) Foxtrot and Swing; available on Hi Hat EN027 and HH855. 
This is a good dance written by a good friend. Foxtrot — diamond turn, cross hovers, wing, 
open telemark, cross pivot, twinkle, maneuver, spin turn, box, left turns. Swing — Rock 
the boat, kick ball change, swivel, jive chasse left and right, spanish arms, American spin, 
Ending — Slow apart point. 


RETURN TO ME by Carmen and Mildred Smarrelli 

Phase 5 Rumba; available on Columbia Hall of Fame by Marty Robbins and Amazon. 
Pretty music with a dance written by two dear departed friends. Alemana turn with loop, 
kiki walks, spiral, aida, cucarachas, basic, side walk, woman solo spin, spot turn, contra 
check, pivot with flair, crab walks, fence line, circle to press line, rock and roll to a sit line. 


IF I WERE A PAINTING by Kay and Joy Read 

Phase 6 Waltz; available on Maters of Modern Thirteen by DanceLife. This is a controlled 
waltz with super music. Whisk, lady roll out, slow cross check, forward 2/ lady rise and 
prep, double telespin, mini telespin, contra check and switch, curved feather, outside spin 
to hinge, hover corte, impetus, double reverse, outside change, right turning lock, ronde, 
develop, link to promenade, weave 5 checking and switch, double natural, natural hover 
cross, back passing change and tumble turn. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

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AS A DANCER, WHAT I LOOK FOR IN A CALLER 


Each year my Plus club has guest callers, and I try to attend if I am in town. I also 
try to attend dances when I am traveling. As a dancer, here is a list of things I look for 
in a caller. 


1. FREQUENT ALLEMANDE LEFTS The dancers need to be rewarded with the 
carrot of a Left Allemande when they have done well, and it is good to have constant 
positive reinforcement. Thus, I like to see a Left Allemande at least every 45 - 60 seconds. 
The Allemandes do not all have to be followed with a Right & Left Grand - the key is 
the Allemande itself. Some callers just call and call with very few Allemandes, and this 
causes some dancers to be nervous, in addition to putting a damper on enthusiasm from 
the floor. 


2. SMOOTH CHOREOGRAPHY This should be automatic for all callers, but I am 
amazed by the number of times I experience direct reversal of body flow, or combinations 
that are adequate but could be made much better with a little thought. Women dancers 
often suffer more from un-smooth choreography, because most callers are men and they 
assume that if something is smooth for the men then it is also smooth for the women. This 
is not necessarily the case. 


On the flip side, I danced to one caller who was so perfect on smooth choreography that 
everyone was a constant state of perfect flow. By the second half of the dance my body was 
crying out for something different - not something awkward but at least something that 
would let some dancers stop occasionally. We never got it. In other words, it is possible to 
be too perfect. 


3. FEW TO NO DO-SA-DOS Do-Sa-Do is a double reversal of body flow. The more 
this call is given, the less smooth the dance. In addition, if a caller calls Do-Sa-Do prior 
to a Swing Thru, it is talking down to the dancers, in effect saying: “I don’t think you 
are capable of doing a Swing Thru without doing a Do-Sa-Do first.” I count the number 
of times a caller uses Do-Sa-Do. Three or 4 a night might be ok, simply because it 
is a traditional call, but any more is excessive and indicates a lack of thinking about 
choreography. One or no Do-Sa-Dos during a dance greatly elevates the caller in my eyes.

Sew Creatively 


This is the title of the sewing book for the 61* National Square Dance Convention 
in Spokane. It will be over 80 pages of square dance sewing information. There are 
no reprints from previous conventions. Diagrams and pictures on almost every page 
compliment the text. The entire book has been typed in a large clear font. No scans or 
photocopies have been used. It will be coil bound to lay flat next to the sewing machine for 
easy reference. The reading lists, notions suggestions and interesting quotes fill out the 
pages and provide information for every level of needle artist. This book will be used for 
many dance related sewing projects. 


It starts off with three crochet and three knit patterns for capes, shawls and wraps 
to keep you stylish and warm prior to dancing or while you are taking a break. Why 
cover your dance ensemble with an old sweater when you can create a beautiful garment 
that will keep you comfortable and not crush your sleeves or mash your ruffles? The 
instructions range from very easy to moderately challenging. They have been tested 
several times for accuracy. All of the knit and crochet items will be on display in the 
sewing studio. 


There are new skirts to make using your serger and ‘jelly rolls’ of fabric from the 
quilting section. These involve making the strips into panels and cutting the panels into 
sections for skirt construction. All of the instructions have a picture of the item. Complete 
directions and formulas for creating flat circle skirts are also included. You will be able 
to make a circle skirt to fit a child or a very tall woman with this information. All of the 
garments and projects pictured in the book will be available for inspection at the sewing 
studio. You will be able to handle the items and make your own notes. 


Sew Creatively is also the name of the sewing studio at the convention. It is very easy 
to find on the second floor of the entrance hall. The four Make & Take sessions in the 
studio will be - Pincushions, Ruched Flowers, Muslin Quilt Squares and Beaded T-shirts. 
Check the program book for exact times when you get to the convention. There will be 
volunteers to help you with each of these projects. Volunteers will also be prepared to 
help with any fashion mishaps. If you split a seam or loose a hem just go to the sewing 
studio for help with a repair. The tracing area will also have volunteers to keep things 
running smoothly.

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End Feast or Famine Weekends 
How We Picked Dance Dates for 
Four Clubs and Evened Out the Schedule 
The Tri-Club of eastern Massachusetts is very proud of ourselves 
— we pulled the rabbit out of the hat, so to speak! For years, we had 


been moaning about the cluster of dances on one weekend followed by a 
weekend that had no dances. “Why doesn’t someone do something about this?” we complained. 





On January 14, 2012, with a lot of willpower and no snow, we did just that. It took 
under two hours. If we can do it, you can too. Here are the details. 


The three clubs that comprise Tri-Club: Great Plain Squares (Needham, MA), Square 
Riggers (Westwood, MA), Fairs ’n Squares (Framingham, MA) had been cooperating all 
along, meeting three times per year to produce joint dances and iron out problems. The 
Tri-club is really just an informal gathering of three independent neighboring clubs. This 
group has no officers, no treasury, one unanimous elected secretary and a lot of good will 
and desire among themselves to solve back-to-back dances and other problem situations. 


This was a big one. We made up our mindes to actually do something to change the 
conflicting dates problem. To do this, we needed to attack the idea that club XYZ would 
always have a dance on the “second Saturday of November, come rain or shine.” We 
needed to start from scratch, giving each club in turn a chance to pick their favorite dates 
for that year and stay away from already-taken weekends. 


We invited additional people from each club to come to a Centralized Scheduling 
Meeting. We included the Do-Si-Doers who danced in our area of eastern Massachusetts 
and had a fixed schedule of dance dates. 


We started by playing a game, since many of the attendees didn’t have a detailed 
understanding of exactly how the date-choosing would be accomplished. We called it “The

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Scheduling Game.” The moderator said, “Let’s pretend that we were doing scheduling. Let’s 
see how it feels to us by pretending to do the schedule. We will test the concept, and then we 
can talk about it and modify it. Then, if everyone wants to continue, we can do it for real.” 


That was the game plan. We had a moderator who kept order and kept us on track to 
play the game without any questions first. We had a large easel on which we put a very 
large backing board and 12 sheets of calendar paper for each month of the year, clearly 
marked with holidays and “weekends away.” Everyone could see the concept of the year in 
total. The board monitor had a marker and stickers to designate which dates were chosen. 


Each club picked a card from a deck and the highest number went first with the 
others taking their turn. Great Plain Squares went first and they picked a date closest to 
Halloween so they could decorate the hall and come in costumes. This date had worked 
well for them in the past, so they wanted it first. The board monitor recorded it on the 
large calendar — a blue sticker for GPS. Square Riggers went next picking their favorite 
dance date, the first one of the year in September and the board now featured a red sticker 
on that date. The Fairs ’n Squares went after them and picked a date for their dinner 
dance in May. The Do-Si-Doers picked another date. Already, everyone had gotten their 
most important dates so the tension in the room ebbed. 


We went around a few more times then the moderator called a halt to the game asking 
for questions and no one had any. They liked what was happening so the group voted to 
keep the game going but convert it to “the real thing.” 


Great Plain Squares wanted only four dates and bowed out after getting their four 
after which Square Riggers stayed in for another two dance dates. Fairs ’n Squares 
wanted more and had many open weekends from which to choose. Since Do-Si-Do danced 
every other Friday, those dates were entered on the board and enabled Fairs ’n Squares to 
choose a weekend that Do-Si-Do didn’t dance. 


At the end when everyone had picked all the dates they wanted, two of the clubs 
changed their picks when they saw some totally empty weekends that looked better than 
dates they had originally picked. The rules said that at the end, clubs could swap dates if 
they wished or change dates to better open dates. 


Everyone was amazed, surprised, delighted and then looked at the clock. It had taken 
under two hours in all, starting from a position where most in the room did not exactly know 
what would happen and even the organizers figured the process would take two weekends. 


In March, the Tri-Club analyzed what they had accomplished and decided that the 
idea was terrific and we would do it each year. We thought that the “game” idea worked 
to defuse tension and teach participants how the procedure would go. The easel and large 
chart were extremely helpful to visualize the year from September to June and keep 
everyone looking up rather than down at their own papers. It was crucial that we worked 
on the year 2013-14 which had no dates booked by anybody, as we needed to be able to 
honor existing commitments to halls and callers. We also decided that this scheduling 
concept works for groups in a small area as ours are. 


We urge other clubs to try this solution. Please write us if you want to ask questions. If 
you modify our procedure, let us know in case we like some angle of what you have done. 
It makes no sense for a club to schedule dances in a vacuum, hoping others will come who 
have already committed to another dance. Do something about it! It worked for us.

Beautiful Buttons 


Buttons have a wonderful history. They are badges of rank, family heirlooms, 
containers for spy’s microfilm and tokens of love. Most are mass produced but some are 
artistic works. King Louis XIV of France had 14 perfectly matched diamond buttons. 
Think of buttons as attached jewelry. 


Upgrading the buttons on a purchased garment will improve the appearance and make 
it unique. Manufacturers use flat two hole buttons because they can be sewn by machine 
and are inexpensive. Take your garment to the fabric store and “try on” shank buttons 
while they are still on the card. Choose buttons that are the same size as the ones on the 
garment. 


The button size on the pattern envelope is very important. Using larger or smaller ones 
will look uneven due to the amount of overlap from the center line. The overlap is smaller 
on a delicate blouse with small buttons than on a coat with large buttons. The distance 
the button is positioned from the fold and the place where the button hole starts is very 
important. Sewing a line of basting stitches down the center line of the garment will help 
guide positioning. 


On women’s garments the first button hole must be located directly between the bust 
points. This is required to prevent gaping. Adjust the location of the button holes from this 
point. This does not change the distance from the edge, just the vertical spacing. Measure 
from the bust point button hole to the top button hole and adjust the spacing from that 
measurement. Consider grouping the button holes in sets of two or three for a very high 
end designer look. 


With a little practice and a few tips anyone can make perfect button holes. Practice 
several times to gain confidence. Read the machine instruction manual carefully for the 
best techniques for your machine. Cut the practice button holes open and slide one of the 
buttons through it to make sure it is the correct length. Domed buttons will require a 
longer button hole. To practice button holes you must use the same number and type of 
layers that will be in the garment. Usually this is two layers of garment fabric and one or 
two layers of interfacing. 


There must be interfacing behind all button holes. Use fusible or sew-in depending on 
the garment but there must be interfacing. If the interfacing is very light add a second 
layer. Cut a small oval of interfacing about one inch wide and one inch longer than the 
button hole. Cutting the oval with pinking shears will soften edges. Position it on the 
inside of the facing, directly behind the button hole. Fuse it in place or use a little glue 
stick to keep it flat. Cut one inch circles of interfacing to place, on the facing, behind the 
buttons. This will provide more support and keep the button thread from ripping through 
the fabric. The ultimate touch for buttons is to sew tiny flat buttons behind the fashion 
button. It doesn’t take any more effort because both are sewn on at the same time. 
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For button holes in fabric that is thick, fuzzy or loopy try adding surface stabilizer. Use 
wash-away stabilizer for machine embroidery. Cut two inch wide strips and wrap them 
around the edge of the garment so that they cover both the back and front of the button 
hole position. Baste them in place. Stitch the button hole, tear off excess and spray with 
water. The stabilizer tames the surface of the fabric allowing the stitching to work better. 
Use the widest button hole stitch that your machine makes on this type of fabric. 


Before cutting the button hole open run a thin line of Fray Check down the middle of 
the back side. Allow it to dry completely, for at least an hour. To cut the button hole open 
use an Exacto Knife and a small block of wood. Slice from one end to the middle, then from 
the other end to the middle. This will make a clean smooth cut. Never ever try to open a 
button hole with a seam ripper. That dull old thing will pull and tear its way through. You 
could end up ripping past the end of the button hole. If white interfacing is showing in the 
button hole opening on dark fabrics just touch it up with a Permanent Sharpie Marker in 
the right color. 


Go jewelry shopping in the button area of the fabric store. Look at the wonderful 
selection of sizes colors and shapes. They will inspire you to include buttons in your next 
dance outfit. 


Please consider volunteering for a shift in the sewing area of the 2012 Convention in 
Spokane. Special talents are not required. Passing out kits and helping with craft sessions 
is one of the jobs. Issuing handouts and helping seminar presenters is another. National 
Squares Magazine and the 61* NSDC web site, www.SquareDanceSewing.com, have more 
information has more information about the sewing area.

Last November I was on the staff of the Dare To Be Square weekend at the John C 
Campbell Folk School. My January column this year described the weekend. In preparing 
for it I went through my collection of early MWSD choreographic material looking for 
dance routines that would be suitable for traditional callers and dancers wanting to learn 
about the difference between their dancing and the modern version of the same thing. In 
the early years of modern square dancing we still wrote out the routines we were going to 
use in sets with several variations of the same basic pattern. I collected these in a small 
black book that was intended as an address book. Each routine was written onto a small 2 
inch by 4 inch slip and fifteen of these made up one page. I had several hundred of these in 
my collection. 


As I looked through the collection I was struck by how differently we used the much 
smaller list of calls we had to work with then. I remember from my own teaching that 
we were much more thorough in showing dancers the way to do the calls. These dances 
confirmed that. When I taught Square Thru in the late 1950’s right after it was created in 
1957, my students learned to do it in couples, in half sashayed couples, left handed as well 
as right handed and from box formations and facing lines. All of this they learned in class 
over the course of three or four lessons. These days most of what I just listed would break 
down a large share of most floors. 


The same was true of other major calls that were introduced in the decade between 
1957 and 1967. Calls like Wheel and Deal, Spin the Top and Circulate were routinely 
taught from many different setups. This was in part because the way we made the dances 
more “interesting” was to use calls in a wide variety of ways. Before the Advanced and 
Challenge programs we made things more challenging by using the calls we had in many 
different ways. 

As I looked over the routines in my little black book I was reminded of how many ways 
we had to provide dancing variety with a much smaller list of calls. If you would like to 
get an idea of what I am writing about, the SDF NE web site offers the opportunity. Some 
of the dances in Al Brundage’s “Little Black Book” collection have been transcribed into 
digital format and can be seen on that site, SDFNE.org

Twist vine, maneuver, right turns, waltz 
away, roll across, twinkle, box, pivot 3, twirl vine, progressive twinkles, left turns and a 
solo turn in 6. 


WRITE MY NUMBER by Casey and Sharon Parker 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon and others. Solid country music, suggested 
speed is about an 8% increase. Travelling box, hitch double, scoot, forward two steps, 
progressive scissors, hitch/scissors, vine, circle away and together, face to face and back to 
back, basketball turn, lace across and back and circle chase. 


COTTAGE FOR SALE (M) by Bob and Jackie Scott 

Phase 3 Foxtrot/Jive; available on Elektra 7-64875 and Amazon (on vinyl). More pretty 
music and a good dance. Forward run 2, left turns, box, hover, chasse left and right, 
change right to left and left to right, right turning fallaway and a left turning box. 


PM WAITING FOR YOU (M) by Nelson 

Phase 3 + 2 (Aida, Cross body); it was available on Walmart. Slow rock, sidewalks, 1//2 
basic, underarm turn, cross body, open break, thru-serpiente, cucarachas, under arm turn 
to tamara, wheel 3, wheel and wrap, wheel and unwrap, shoulder to shoulder, break back 
to open, hand to hand and aida. 


OH WHAT A NIGHT (M) by Mike and Michelle Seurer 

Phase 3 CHA; available on Collectable 007 and WBS 8168. This is beautiful music and a 
good dance. Twirl two, wrap, circle away and together, shoulder to shoulder, cucarachas, 
New Yorker, sliding door, forward and back basic, travelling doors, 1/2 basic, underarm 
turn, lariat, basic, chase, fence lines and crabwalks. 


TAKE GOOD CARE OF MY BABY (M) by Bill and Maxine Ross 

Phase 4 Foxtrot; available from iTunes or EPIC 15-2281. Forward hover to closed, feather 

finish, reverse turns, three step, 2 natural, closed impetus, reverse wave, impetus to semi, 
twirl vine, diamond turn, telemark, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, left turns and twisty 

vine. 


CHANGE PARTNERS (M) by Nancy and Dwayne Baldwin 

Phase 4 Foxtrot; available from Palomino. Twirl vine, forward run 2, progressive box, left 
turns, hover, wing, cross hover, maneuver, open impetus, in and out runs, spin turn, box 
finish, diamond turn, progressive cross hovers, progressive box, wing, vine 8, chair/slip and 
side corte. 
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BOOGIE TIME (M) by Karen and Ed Gloodt 

Phase 4 + 1 (Stop & Go) Jive; available from Palomino Records. Side breaks, chasse left 
and right, change right to left and left to right, stop and go, link rock, right turning triple, 
pretzel wrap and unwrap, right turning fallaway, swivel 4, throwaway, change behind 
the back, lindy catch, spanish arms, slow rock the boat, point steps, American spin, triple 
wheel and kick ball change. 


BLUE SHORE RUMBA (M) by Birgit and Richard Maguire 

Phase 3 + 2 (Aida, Switch) Rumba; available on Roper 226 “Costa Azul.” This is very 
pretty music and a well written dance. Cucarachas, basic, New Yorker, underarm turn, 
lariat, crabwalk, side walk, break back to open, progressive walk, sliding doors, circle 
away and together to a tamara, wheel, chase, fence line, aida, switch and cross, shoulder 
to shoulder and whip. 


EASY TO LOVE by Koy and John Prestridge 

Phase 4 + 2 (Sweethearts, Open Hip Twist) Rumba; on CD “Best or Freddie Hart” Capitol 
3115. The music is very pretty and the dance flows nicely. Doors, basic, flirt, sweethearts, 
lariat, crabwalks, fence line, open hip twist, fan, hockey stick, cucarachas, sidewalks, open 
break, cross body ending, hip rock, flirt to fan, switch rock and wrap. 


MY KIND OF GIRL (M) by Mike and Edie Kirsch 

Phase 4 + 1 (Check and Weave) Foxtrot/Jive; available from iTunes or on Warwick M636. 
Here is another good dance with more good music. Box finish, forward run 2, 2 natural, 
closed impetus, feather finish, open reverse turn, outside check, outside change, in and 
out runs, through and chasse, reverse turn, three step, open natural, back feather, back 
three step, reverse wave 4, check and weave, change of direction, 1⁄2 diamond turn, quick 
diamond 4, Jive chasse left and right, change right to left, change behind the back, link 
rock, fallaway throwaway, and end in Foxtrot with through chasse lunge. 


EVERYBODY KNOWS by Annette and Frank Woodruff 

Phase 5 + 1 (Turkish Towel) Cha; available from Amazon and others. The music is too long 
for the dance and for dancers, use only the first 84 measures then let it fade out. Aida, 
switch cross, crabwalks, basic, New Yorker, switch rock, underarm turn, whip, time steps, 
sidewalks, cucaracha, Turkish towel, ‘dosado’ to sweethearts, chase with 3 peeks, alemana 
turn, hand to hand, spot turn, hip twist to fan, whip to fan, hockey stick, chasse rolls both 
ways, fallaway to a full natural top and much more. 


All of the Phase 3 dances and 4 of the Phase 4 dances were recently done at the Maine 
Round Dance Teacher Association GALA, a Phase 3 & 4 Round Dance Party. These dances 
are marked with (M).

Doing your Part 


Within our beloved activity, there are many pieces to the puzzle that need to be 
brought together to keep Square Dancing going. For many years, our activity was mainly 
a “club run” activity. In the good ole days, there were hundreds and hundreds of clubs and 
they were operated by an elected Board consisting of President, Vice President Etc. 


While that format is still very much in existence today, it has been joined by 
many caller & cuer run clubs as well. The past two decades have shown a shift in the 
marketplace. As more and more clubs folded, many callers have stepped up to either form 
their own clubs or just created some small workshop type groups. 


This is important because callers no longer have the luxury of getting all of their 
calling dates from the traditional club run entities. The more serious minded callers, the 
ones who aren't lazy, realized that if they wanted to maintain some sort of a balanced 
schedule, they would have to create their own venues for dancers to dance to them. 


I feel this is a good thing as it helped pick up some of the slack from the folding clubs 
and has also helped the dancers with more variety on where they can dance. Many dancers 
like attending caller run clubs because for the most part, they don’t have to belong to the 
club, they can just pay at the door and dance. In our recent times, it is obvious callers and 
dancers need to work together to keep our activity going. 


There is always risk when a caller or cuer initiates their own club or weekend. But 
these types of chances need to be taken if the activity is to continue. Not everything a 
caller attempts will succeed. Personally, I have no problem attempting a weekend or 
running a square dance function. I also realize that not everything I do will be successful. 
But I am willing to try. I am happy to see there are many callers running their own 
programs to keep things going. I wish them the best. 


But let’s look at the other side of the coin. For every caller out there who sacrifices their 
time and money to make something work, there are two or more callers who do nothing 
but feed off the existing system. I know of many lazy callers out there, who always have 
their hand out, asking for work, but never retaliating on their part. Some feel as if they 
are doing you a favor by having you work with them. These types of callers take no risks, 
always pocketing the money for themselves. Unfortunately, some of these callers are very 
popular, so dancers either don’t see that they never doing anything on their own or don’t 
care. So, with anything in life, we have givers and takers within our activity. 


I know of some callers who would just as soon let their calling careers die rather than 
try to lift a finger and create something on their own. I say don’t let the door hit you on 
the way out. We don’t live in the golden era anymore, times have changed and everyone 
should play their part. Just showing up to call a dance isn’t good enough anymore. But, I 
also realize that many of these takers will never change. Just be aware that not everyone 
does their part in our activity. Imagine if everyone did? We might be looking at a different 
picture of the activity.

Very danceable music and a 
good two step. Circle away 2 two steps, strut together 4, twirl 2, walk and face, face to 
face, back to back, box, scissors, hitch, lace across and back, hitch 4, broken box, fishtail, 
wheel 6, vine, wrap, unwrap, change sides, scoot 4, travelling box, travelling doors and 
basketball turn. 


SNAP “N” WHISTLE by Barry and Bobbie Bartlette 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. This is a fun dance. I added it to my own 
collection. Circle and snap 4, vine 8, side closes, forward two steps, hitch 6, hitch 4 — 
twice, scoot, walk 2, vine, wrap, unwrap and change sides. 


YOUNG NAIVE by Barry and Bobbie Bartlett 

Phase 4 + 0 + 1 (Quick Feather Finish) Foxtrot and Jive; available from iTunes and 
Amazon. Very pretty music that flows very well with this dance. Diamond turn, quick 
diamond four, reverse turn, hover corte, outside swivel, 1⁄2 natural, closed impetus, 

feather finish, open reverse turn, impetus semi, promenade weave, whisk, slow side lock, 
side touch and a right chasse, fallaway throwaway, kick ball change, lindy catch, right 
turning fallaway, change right to left, sailor shuffle, back twist vine 8, quick feather finish, 
promenade sway to an oversway. 


FIRST FLOWER by Kristine and Bruce Nelson 

Phase 3 Waltz; available from Casa-Musica. This has pretty music and a nice flowing 
dance. Sway, roll, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, left turns, whisk, twist vine, cross 
hovers, impetus, syncopated vine, chasse, hovers, slow semi chasse, slow chair and extend.

Sting at his best, the cue sheet shows only ‘head’ cues, 
but it is a nice dance. Basic, underarm turn, tamara wheel, full hitch, forward lock 
forward, time steps, shoulder to shoulder, fence lines, serpiente, alemana, circle away 
and together.

Side flicks, hitch 4, quarter turn- 
progressive chasse, running forward locks, maneuver, heel pull, reverse chasse turn, 
running back locks, telemark, forward-lock-forward, twisty vine, whaletail, Charleston 
cross, side close-over spin turn, box finish and slow hinge.

is an excellent piece of music the lends itself to the slow two step very nicely. Underarm 
turn, reverse underarm turn, basic, left turn inside roll, lunge basics, right turn outside 
roll, lariat, travelling cross chasse, passing cross chasse, twisty basic, sweetheart runs, 
unwind, circle away and together, lady tamara, switches, wheel, side basic, triple traveler, 
California twirl, switch cross, open basics, dip back and leg crawl. 


WONERFUL ONE by Lee and Irene Rogers 

Phase 4 + 1 (Natural Weave) + 1 (6-count underarm turn) Waltz; available from Amazon. 
Traditional music from the McGuire sisters. Circular front vine, ronde to back circular 
vine, fence line, left turns, hover telemark, box, 6-count underarm turn, open in and out 
runs, chair and slip, hover corte, natural weave, develop, outside swivel, open telemark, 
diamond turn, progressive cross hovers, lunge to a left hand star, lady swivel to shadow 
and right lunge. 


Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested. 


Anyone wishing to have their dance reviewed should e-mail a FULL cue sheet and an 
mp3 of the music (cued if possible) to Phil and Sandie at Phil_Gatchell@comcast.net.

I wrote last month about the difference in the way we used calls in the early days 
from the ways we use them today. I have just been converting to digital format a new 
collection of tapes that I received from Paul Moore in California. One of them was of a 
Jerry Schatzer dance in 1977. Jerry was one of our finest callers who died as a young man 
a couple of decades ago. This tape reminded me of what a great caller he was and of how 
differently we used the calls then. 


In one tip near the middle of the dance he was using the call Follow Your Neighbor. 
It wasn’t a new call. It had been written in 1968 but it was not one that we taught in 
Mainstream class. CALLERLAB had just created the PLUS list of calls and it was one of 
those. In California most dancers were familiar with the PLUS calls. The thing that was 
different was the many different ways Jerry used the call. Today, any use that puts the 
women into the center for the hand turn is uncommon. It’s even a little marginal when you 
don’t follow the call with a SPREAD call to avoid the left hand wave ending. 


Jerry introduced the call gently with the SPREAD but for both men and women 
doing the hand turn. He then did it for both without the SPREAD. After a few routines 
using the call in those ways, he set up four men in two couple waves and did it that way 
following that with the same thing for four women. Today at an open dance that kind of 
choreography would never work. Few dancers have done the call with the women doing 
the arm turn and hardly any have ever heard it with four women or four men active. 


Does the change in the way we use calls make dancing better or worse? I think it is a 
symptom of a problem. We spend so little time teaching that we miss out on the potential 
fun of the calls we have. Using the calls in these varied ways takes a lot more work for 
the caller. It also takes dancers who enjoy the experience of choreographic variety. Today 
it seems callers try to use as many calls as they can without exploring the many ways in 
which each of them can be used. Rather than learning to dance Mainstream well, dancers 
want to move on to Plus and then Advanced. To call that way takes planning. Each tip has 
to have a plan that leads dancers to do the calls successfully in less common ways. That 
takes calling skill and dancer interest that are in short supply today.

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AS A DANCER, WHAT I LOOK FOR IN A CALLER 


This is a continuation of an article I began last time. In it I mentioned that (1) frequent 
Left Allemandes, (2) smooth choreography and (3) few to no uses of Do-Sa-Do are things I 
look for when I dance to a caller. This month we add to the list. 


4. ENTHUSIASM. Callers have this to different degrees, but the key is whether it 
is genuine and relates to this particular floor. Dancers can spot “rote enthusiasm” right 
away, where you know the caller does the exact same thing and says the exact same thing 
at every dance. This is a turnoff. On a related note, rapport with the floor is very impor- 
tant, but it must relate to this particular floor. 


5. CREATIVITY. A little variety is wonderful and goes a long way. There is a differ- 
ence between “hard” and “creative”, and successful callers know this difference. On the flip 
side I attended a Plus dance where the caller did nothing but Basic Program gimmicks the 
entire night, with virtually no Plus calls used. This was a giant letdown. To rephrase an 
old saying: Too much of a good thing might not always be wonderful. 


6. MUSIC JOCKEYS turn me off. This term means cranking the music up loud after 
each command, then turning it down before the next command, and continuing on and on 
with it. This is distracting to the dancers, and implies that the caller does not have enough 
ability to carry the floor in a normal manner. Occasionally turning up the music is fine, 
such as during a long call (Spin Chain Thru, Spin Chain the Gears) or for the Left Alle- 
mande. But some callers will jockey the music every call or two, and this is excessive. 


7. DRESS. Most callers dress fine, but I am always amazed when someone shows 
up who just looks sloppy. This type of “I don’t care” attitude is a slap in the face to our 
activity and is a real turnoff. Women callers always dress well - it’s the men who have 
the problem. 


8. SOUND. Is the music balanced well with the voice, are the caller’s words clear and 
crisp, is the music too soft so the dancers feel they are walking to a voice rather than danc- 
ing to music? All of these are problems I’ve seen with callers. National traveling callers 
don’t seem to have these problems - it is usually local callers and ironically often it is call- 
ers who have been calling a long time and just don’t realize what is happening.

Pressing is a Priority 


“One third of your time fitting, one third of your time sewing 
and one third of your time pressing.” 


The instructors repeat that, over and over, in classes on fine couture sewing. Pressing 
during construction is required for a professional look. Proper pressing requires technique 
and equipment. 


How old is your iron? After many years of use the thermostat may be burned out. An 
iron that keeps even temperature at all settings is essential. Is the bottom clean and 
smooth? Is it spitting and sputtering? That brown gunk isn’t rust, it is burnt mineral 
deposits from the water. To clean it out, fill the iron with white vinegar and let it sit over 
night. Then heat it up to ‘cotton’ and holding it over a folded up old towel, hold down the 
steam button. This really stinks but it is only vinegar and the smell fades rapidly. Unplug 
the iron and rinse well. Refill with water and iron over another towel with full steam to 
get all of the gunk out. If this doesn’t work, get a new iron. 


When selecting an iron look for one that is heavier. Light weight irons require you to 
push down more to set a crease. Do not get an automatic shut off iron. They are always 
shutting off just when you need them. Plug the iron and a lamp into a serge protector. Get 
in the habit of turning your iron on with the serge protector. If the iron is on, the lamp is 
on. That will remind you to turn off the serge protector when leaving the room. 


Look at the ironing board. If it is old and wobbly with T-bar legs replace it. This isa 
matter of safety. The iron could slid off and hurt someone. Get a wide board with an iron 
rest on the end. The extra width will reduce the number of times you have to move the 
fabric, the iron rest will give you a safe place to set the iron and more of the board will be 
available for use. Look for a board with 4 separate legs. Make sure that it is heavy and 
sturdy. Before you buy, set it up in the store and put some pressure on it. A good board 
will cost more but it is not something you will buy again. 


Set up the ironing board on the other side of the room from the sewing machine. This 
will require you to get up and walk to press. Frequently getting up and down will reduce 
cramps and swelling from sitting too long. When you get to the ironing board stretch you 
hands up to the ceiling. Your shoulders will appreciate a little range of motion exercise. 


Make several covers for your ironing board. Take the old cover off and use it for a 
pattern. Make the new covers about an inch bigger all the way around for a better fit. 
Fabric should be something like heavy muslin. Any white or light colored cotton fabric 
that can take the heat. After cutting out the new cover lay it over the board and pin ina 
couple of pleats at the back corners and the front. Don’t make the pleats too deep or you 
will not be able to get the cover on and off. Sew the pleats and cut off the excess fabric. 
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Serge or zig zag around the bottom. Find some very strong thin string and a big needle. 
Starting at the front stitch around the cover about half an inch from the edge. Take big 
stitches, about an inch. When you get all the way around, over lap the hand stitching 
about an inch. Place the cover on the board and pull the string. Tie it off leaving long 
tails, so you can remove it again. Buy a pair of boys suspenders at the second hand store. 
Clip them to the cover under the board to pull the cover smooth. This is not very fancy 
or pretty, but it is fast and effective. I would rather spend my time making a new square 
dance dress than a new cover. When the cover gets dirty toss it in the wash and slip on a 
new one. 


The best pad for the board is an old Army type wool blanket. Cut it a little smaller than 
the cover. It should come down over the sides of the board but it does not need to go under. 
Two layers should do the job. The wool can take the heat and it will absorb moisture from 
the steam. 


Good pressing equipment will make the task easier. Stopping to press while sewing 
may seem to slow down the process, but this extra step will be evident in the extra 
compliments you receive on your creation.

CITATION 


John and Judy Thompson have made a wide variety of contributions to the square and 
round dance activity. They started five clubs, taught more than ninety classes and called 
more than 5000 dances. We say “they” because we all know that partners cannot help but 
participate in the activities of their caller. Judy has done far more than participate. Their 
activities have gone well beyond what they have done at dances. They have been leaders in 
every sense of the word. 





One of the most important of their contributions was the development and conduct of the 
Square Dance Leadership Conference sponsored for five years by the Cooperation Committee 
and by other New England associations as well. These conferences focused on group problem 
solving, conflict management and group dynamics. They helped New England to have one of 
the world’s most cooperative square and round dance activities. 


John has held his share of leadership positions in the New England Council of Caller 
Associations and served as caller programmer for the 1981 and 1982 New England Square and 
Round Dance Conventions. The Thompsons also attended the first meeting of Legacy which 
was a national organization intended to encourage cooperation and communication among 
the several branches of the square dance activity. These included the magazine publishers, 
dancer leaders and callers and cuers. 


Although primarily a New England club caller, John has guest called in Canada, Australia 
and the western United States. John and Judy have traveled with square dance groups and 
John has called in China and several European countries on these trips. The philosophy of 
the Thompsons is perhaps best described in John’s own words written recently about his 
square dance life: 


To me square dancing was an opportunity to make others smile; forget for a time their 
fears and anxieties and interact with each other. There were no boundaries of wealth, position, 
religion or politics. It was simply people having fun. I am so happy that I was a part of that.

This is peppy music that will lift the energy 
level of any dance. The cue sheet I have is ‘head cues’ only. Two forward twos to open, 
walk, twirl 2, lace up; face to face and back to back, open vine 4, turning twos, figure 8, 
circle away and strut together. 







TEDDY BEAR SONG by Lee and Irene Rogers 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. This music is good country with a nice flowing 
dance. Forward two steps, open vine 4, turning two steps, slow twirl vine 4, travelling box, 
cut backs, lace across and back, walks, basketball turn, broken box, skate and a vine 8. 


ALACAZAM by Adrienne and Larry Nelson 

Phase 3 + 2 (Pretzel Turn and Chicken Walks), Two Step and Jive; available on Solid Gold 
905. Travelling box, change right to left and left to right, jive chasses, pretzel turn, tight 
turning fallaway, forward triples, crab walks, step kick-twice, fallaway throwaway, change 
behind the back, link rock, chicken walks, point and freeze.

“right” for a waltz. Left turns, hover, maneuver, right turns, twirl/vine, waltz away, back 
waltz, pivot 3, progressive box, cross hovers, Viennese turns, turn left and chasse, back- 
back/lock-back, impetus and side corte. 


BABY ELEPHANT WALK by Jerry Buckmaster and Zodie Reigel 

Phase 3 + 0+ 1 (The Square), Merengue and Two Step; available from Amazon and 
iTunes. The music made me feel like I was in the jungle on an elephant; which appropriate 
is for the dance. Conga walks — left-right-forward and back, basic, arm slide, the square 
(16 steps to walk around a square),travelling doors, twisty vine 4 and a side draw close. 


NEVER BEEN TO SPAIN by Gordon and Betty Adamski 

Phase 3 + 2 (Alemana and Cross Body) Two Step and Cha; available from Amazon and 
others. Starting wrapped facing line of dance, forward two steps, lace up, circle away, strut 
together, (CHA) basic, alemana, lariat, time steps, New Yorkers, crab walks, cross body, 
sliding doors, circle cha, chase, fence lines, hand to hand and a side corte. 


FEELINGS OF LOVE by Shirley Bates 

Phase 4 + 1 (Open Hip Twist) Rumba; available from iTunes. This is typical Tony Evans 
music and a beautiful dance; presented at the 13 South Australian Round Dance 
Festival, April 2012. Circle away and together, alemana, lariat, basic, fan, hockey stick, 
New Yorker, spot turn, sidewalks, chase with peek-a-boos, shoulder to shoulder, open hip 
twist, serpiente, fence line, cross body, doors, progressive walks and side corte.

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IRISH GREEN by Birgit and Richard Maguire 

Phase 4 Waltz; available from www.temadance.com. Box finish, diamond turns, 
progressive cross hovers, open natural, open impetus, in and out runs, hesitation change, 
left turns, whisk, wing, telemark, develop, maneuver, spin turn, left turns, canter, hover, 
Viennese turns, twinkles, open reverse, hover corte, outside change, weave, dip back with 
and extended leg crawl. 


WHY HAVEN’T I HEARD by Alex and Jennifer Kennedy 

Phase 4 + 2 (She Go — He Go and Link to a Whip Turn) Jive, available from Amazon. This 
was also presented at the 13“ South Australian Round Dance Festival, April 2012. Point 
steps 4, basic rock, shoulder shove, progressive rocks, change right to left and left to right, 
American spin, change behind the back, fallaway throwaway, chicken walks, he go-she go, 
spanish arms, triple wheel Miami special, link to a whip turn and twisty vine 4. 


EASY MONEY by David Goss and Ulla Figwer 

Phase 5 + 1 (Cheerleader) West Coast Swing; available from Rhapsody. Good music and 
a typical, well written dance from David and Ulla. Back cross point, sugar push, tuck and 
twirl, wrapped whip, left side pass, whip, in/in out/out, chicken walk 4, cheek to cheek, 
side whip/body ripple, underarm turns, surprise whip, cheerleader, sugar toe heel crosses 
and sailor shuffles. 


KISS TO BUILD A DREAM ON by Howard and Ann Hoffman 

Phase 5 “Slow” Foxtrot; available from iTunes. Reverse turn, three step, 1⁄2 natural, tipple 
chasse pivot, spin turn, box finish, double reverse, natural hover cross overturned, top 
spin, diamond turn, left turns, whisk, telemark, left turning box, hover corte, back whisk 
and step back to a hinge. 


NO MORE BOLEROS by Koy and John Prestridge 

Phase 5 + 0 + 1 (Three Circular Spirals) Bolero; available from www.tradebit.com. Hip 
lifts, cuddles, basic, hip rocks, shadow break, 1⁄2 moon, open break, cross body, bolero 
walks, turning basic, aida, aida line, rhonde to a fence line, horseshoe turn, forward stairs 
3 times and a circular spiral wrap and extend. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested. 


A number of these dances were also presented at the New England Square 
and Round Dance Convention held in Hartford, Connecticut at the end of April.

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BANNER STEALING 


Last February in this column I described how clubs in Northern New Jersey have made 
banner stealing an exciting event, as compared with lackluster interest in other parts of 
the country. I subsequently received a letter from Lise Greene, President of the Northern 
New Jersey Square Dance Association (19 clubs), who explained that during club “raids” 
no physical banners are actually stolen. Over the years clubs in various parts of the coun- 
try have complained that they have difficulty getting people together to retrieve banners, 
and thus a club’s banner may remain at another club for a long time. The New Jersey 
method instead provides a direct financial reward to clubs who conduct “raids.” I thought 
it would be interesting to examine the New Jersey method, which is not only successful, 
but exciting as well. Below Lise Greene describes the program. 


“Club presidents receive a raid form prior to the new dance season that shows the dis- 
tance between clubs (determined by Mapquest). The clubs have one year - June 1 through 
May 31 - to bring at least one square of official club members to visit another club at a regu- 
lar dance. Dinner-dances and other “specials” do not count. The raid form is signed by a 
representative of the club being raided, and the mileage between the two clubs is circled on 
the form. Once the raiding club has accumulated a minimum of 200 points/miles, the form 
is turned in to the Association. Clubs that complete the program earn a reward, which cur- 
rently is 50 cents per member discount in their Association dues the following year. 


“Similarly, if a club brings at least one square of official club members to a specified 
number of Association events during the dance season, they earn another 50 cents per 
member discount in the following year’s Association dues, which are currently $1 per club 
member annually. (By combining these two procedures) several clubs have been successful 
in paying zero dues! 


“Of course, the main point of raiding is not to earn a dues reduction, but to provide mu- 
tual support to all of our clubs and keep the activity thriving and fun. Raids create excite- 
ment by raiders dressing in their club outfit or colors and marching to a routine with their 
banner proudly displayed. Partway through the routine, one club member will pin a badge 
on the host club’s banner, and then the raiders complete their routine.” 


As I mentioned last February, the actual banner stealing routines are exciting for par- 
ticipants and viewers alike, and New Jersey has one of the best programs I have ever seen.

In the past month I’ve been to two conventions, the CALLERLAB Convention in 
Nashville, TN and the New England Square and Round Dance Convention in Hartford, 
CT. Both have left me with concern for the quality of dancing in our activity. At the 
CALLERLAB Convention both the Past Chairmen’s Committee and the Board of 
Governors agreed with my observation that a very large share of modern square dancing is 
done with terrible timing. My observations at the N. E. Convention did nothing to change 
my sense of that. 


Few dancers are as conscious of bad timing as I am. It is a technical matter about 
which callers are taught in caller school. Unfortunately, it is difficult for a caller to achieve 
good timing. It requires an understanding of choreography and music and the way dancers 
move that is based largely on experience. Dancers usually notice good timing with the 
observation that it feels fast. They also take note of it in two other ways. More of them 
stay until the end of the dance and when they do go home they are less tired. 


When a caller has good timing, the dancers move from one call action into the next 
without hesitation. They do not have to interrupt their steps and wait for the next call. 
That is so unusual these days that it takes dancers a tip or two to adjust. When they do 
adjust they experience the dance as much smoother and more comfortable. For a caller to 
accomplish this requires him or her to know, before they give a call, where the dancers will 
be when they have completed that call. It takes a lot of study to know the calls that well. 


Several years ago at a NECCA Clinic I said in my presentation just what I have 
written above. One of the callers there came to me after the session and asked why he 
would need to know where a call ends before he gave the call. I did my best to go through 
the explanation again but he went away skeptical. Ten years later I was chatting with 
that same caller, now one of the better callers in New England and he told me that he 
finally understood what I was trying to tell him then. I wish more callers could make 
that discovery.

Hanging by a Thread 


Your clothes are literally hanging on you by a thread. With all the money invested 
in the fabric and all the time spent sewing, this is not the place to decide to economize. 
Quality thread is worth the price. 


Try this experiment. Thread the machine with white thread. Using a marker, color 
an inch of the thread just even with the top of the needle. Sew slowly on a scrap and 
watch the mark. It will go down, through the needle, around the bobbin, and back up 
through the needle backwards. The marked thread will do this many times before being 
sewn onto the fabric. That is a lot of movement and tension. Therefore, if the thread 
is more than ten years old - DO NOT- use it. Old thread becomes dry and brittle. Old 
thread can not be revived. 


When buying a spool of thread write the year on it and keep it with the fabric it 
matches. Purchase spools of thread at the same time as the fabric. Thread colors change 
with the fashion seasons and if the fabric is not used for several months it will be difficult 
to match last year’s burgundy with this year’s dark wine. With that in mind, don’t get 
stressed trying to find an exact match for a fabric. Choose the color that is nearest and 
when there are two colors that are close go with the one that is slightly darker than the 
fabric. For most sewing the types of thread found at the fabric store work well. Some 
stitchers favor one brand of thread over another. This may be due to their machine or the 
type of sewing. If you find that one brand of thread works well for you stick to that brand. 


Don’t sew with serger thread on expensive material or on fabric that will be under a lot 
of stress. Serger thread is two ply and not as tightly spun as regular thread which is three 
ply. Sergers rely on the use of several threads together to make a strong seam. Knowing 
these facts it is possible to use this thread on a regular sewing machine. Serger thread 
requires a separate thread stand with a heavy base. These big cones are cross wound, and 
the thread is designed to come straight up off the top. By putting the thread on a stand 
near the machine the thread will be coming off the spool evenly. These spools are to heavy 
to spin as the thread is pulled, that would effect the tension. For most sewing the same 
thread top and bobbin will keep the tension balanced. 


At the start of a project wind at least two bobbins in the new color. That much will be 
needed to complete almost any project. Wind bobbins at a medium speed. Yes, this takes 
longer than just tromping the pedal, but winding fast causes uneven filling of the bobbin 
and uneven stitching. Winding fast also causes the thread to heat and stretch, resulting 
in frequent breakage and puckered seams. Never wind one color thread over another. This 
causes a lumpy bobbin. The bobbin will hold less thread of the color being used, requiring 
more refilling. To save left over thread, wind it back on the spool. There are usually only a 
couple of yards of thread remaining, not worth keeping and the thread on the bobbin may 
not have a matching spool. 
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Purchase additional bobbins to make color changes easier. Be sure to get the right 
size bobbins for the machine. Some of the new machines have an electric eye that sends a 
message when the bobbin is getting low. These machines require plastic bobbins. Always 
keep full bobbins of most frequently used colors on hand. 


What are the main causes of thread breakage? 
* 50% is the quality of the thread 
x x 20% is the needle - poor quality, wrong size, wrong type 
xx x 20% is the tension setting or using too short of a stitch length 
xxx x5% is the condition of the machine - lint built up, timing, oiling 
* kk kk 5% is the thread delivery system - machine is improperly threaded 


Thread tension is a combination of the thread passing through thread guides and the 
pressure applied to the tension disks via the tension spring. Whenever you thread your 
machine, make sure that the presser foot is up. This allows the thread to slip properly 
between the tension disks. Most machines are factory set for 50-60 weight sewing 
thread. When using a heavier thread for quilting or decorative stitching, the tension will 
have to be changed. Experiment with different threads and tensions. It can always be 
changed back. 


Problem: - - - - - - The top thread frays. 

Probable Cause: - The needle is too small, the wrong type, or damaged. 
Tension is set too high. Cheap old thread. 
Machine improperly threaded. 


Problem: - - - - - - The bobbin thread shows up on the top. 
Probable Cause: - The bobbin tension is too loose. There is dirt/lint under the tension 
spring or in the bobbin case. Top tension is too high. 


Problem: - - - - - - The thread makes a birds nest under the needle plate. 
Probable Cause: - The top tension is to low. The machine is improperly threaded and 
the take up lever was missed. 


Success is achieved by using the proper thread for the project, the correct needle for the 
type of fabric, and maintaining the machine in good condition. Tension should be on the 
thread not the sewer. 


Seattle Logic - You know that you have had enough coffee when you can thread the 
sewing machine while it is running.

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Joe was first introduced to square dancing while working in Vermont. “It was 
traditional square dance. They’d do three squares and then a waltz or polka or something 
like that, live music. I enjoyed it. I said gee, if I ever get a chance to learn this, ’'m 
going to.” he said in a 1996 interview with Bob Brundage. “The next spring Trails End 
Cottage Court opened up in Sanbornville, NH on Lovell Lake and they had square dance 
instruction on Wednesday and dancing Saturday also. So I went up and that’s how I got 
started in square dancing.” 


“The caller in Sanbornville was Frank Plummer. The way I got started [calling] was, 
back then you knew everything the caller was going to say before he said it. Pd be dancing 
and singing the calls at the same time. So Frank decided I should try it. He talked me into 
trying calling and I was hooked.” 


Joe entered the army in 1951 and when completed married Phyllis. 


It was in 1956 that the Down East Westerners contacted him, asking him to be their 
club caller. The club was a modern western square dance club and Joe did not do patter. 
“Tm not sure how they put up with me starting out.” Joe taught his first square dance 
class in 57. Back then, classes were ten weeks long. He and Phyllis taught their first 
round dance class in ’58. 


Joe & Phyllis’s involvement in all aspects of square and round dancing are legendary. 
Phyllis was Executive Secretary of EDSARDA (Eastern District Square and Round Dance 
Association) and they also served on the Round Dance Screening Committee. Joe called 
at the first EDSARDA Festival which became the New England Square and Round Dance 
Convention after its first two festivals. 


Joe along with Jim Mayo and Warren Popp 
were instrumental in forming the Tri-State 
Callers Association. As a delegate to NECCA 
(New England Council of Callers Associations), 
he was there when that organization was started. 
Joe & Phyllis were also present at the formation 
of NECORTA (New England Council of Round 
Dance Teachers Associations). Joe was chairman 
of CO-OP for 12 years. He also was present at the 
formation of CALLERLAB and Legacy. 


In his 62 year career, Joe has called for many 
clubs and at National Conventions, calling at 
every New England Convention through 2011. 


In 1981, he and Phyllis received the Yankee 
Clipper award. Other awards included the Tri- 
County Maine Square Dance Festival award, 
induction into the Square Dance Foundation of 
New England Hall of Fame in 1994, and the Nute 
High School & Library Wall of Distinction for 
“The Arts.” 


Joe was a devoted and loving husband, father, | 
grandfather, great grandfather, co-worker 
and friend.

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The following was delivered at the July 15 
Joe Casey Memorial Service by Jim Mayo. 


As everyone here surely knows, Joe Casey was the best friend you could hope for. I am 
fortunate that he and I have been friends for more than half a century. We started calling 
square dances during the month of August in 1949 but I believe the first time we met was 
at a New Hampshire Folk Festival in 1954 after we got out of the Army. Joe spent his time 
in Korea as a forward observer. It was there that he was cured forever of eating rice. 


The path of our friendship was always entwined with square dancing. We were both 
young and enthusiastic about the changes that were taking place. The more traditional 
callers saw us as a threat to the old ways. Joe’s leadership began with his appointment as 
club caller for the Down East Western SDC. Later in the decade we worked together with 
Warren Popp to form the Tri State Callers Association. Joe shared in the formation of the 
New England Council of Caller Associations and the New England Cooperation Commit- 
tee. Both were novel organizations dedicated to cooperation among all the branches of the 
square dance activity. 


Later when the International Association of Square Dance Callers was formed Joe 
and Phyllis were there for the first meeting. They were there, too, for the first meetings of 
Legacy. Whenever square dancing has needed leadership, particularly in New England, 
Joe and Phyllis have been there. They have been pillars of strength and stability through 
many turbulent times. New England has recognized that leadership with every award for 
which they could be eligible. 


They have been equally strong and supportive through difficult times in my own life as 
I’m sure they have been for many of you. They have provided an example showing how the 
good life is lived. Joe’s love for Phyllis has been constant and they were apart only when 
that had to be. Joe was a great craftsman and we have several pieces of that craft in our 
home, each one a work of love with a message of caring built in. Joe’s work on the house 
they built together was never ending. It was the place for many meetings, parties and get- 
togethers often filling the need when other places were not available. 


No one could ask for a better friend than Joe Casey. I know we all will think of him 
often as we are reminded of the many ways he became a part of our lives.

A QUARTER TO NINE by Chuck and Sandi Weiss 

Phase 2+1 (Fishtail) Two Step; available from iTunes and others. Traditional Bobby Darin 
music with a fairly straight forward Two Step. Forward two steps, progressive scissors, 
fishtail, turning two steps, vine, wrap, unwrap, change sides, circle away 2 twos, strut 
together 4, left turning box, back hitch, quick vine 4 and side lunge-twist. 


LOOK AGAIN by Annette and Frank Woodruff 

Phase 2+2 (Spin Turn, Box Finish) Waltz; available from Amazon and others. The sample 
of music I listened to was not my “cup of tea” and the dance includes circle box move with 
turns; may need a quick review or teach before cueing at an open dance. Canter, twirl 
vine, twinkles, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, circle box with right turn, left turning box 
14, lace up, waltz away, change sides, back waltz, lady roll across, cross wrap, right turns 
and a very slow apart point. 


SONG OF MY LIFE by Yasuyo Watanabe 

Phase 2 Waltz; available from Palomino on Star 227. The choreographer lists the dance as 
“advanced” but I did not have any trouble with it. Waltz away, wrap, forward waltz, pick- 
up, progressive box, left turns, balance, twirl/vine, twinkles, progressive twinkles, right 
turns, left turning box, lace across and back, dip back, recover and recover to side car. 


YOU’RE STILL LOVED by TJ and Bruce Chadd 

Phase 2+1 (Box Finish) Waltz; available from Amazon. Pretty music with an easy-to-find 
beat. Step swing each way, waltz away, turn in, back waltz, twinkles, left turning box 1⁄2, 
box, twist vine reverse box, progressive twinkles, maneuver, right turns, box finish, left 
turns, twirl vine, spin maneuver, canter, sways and dip back with a twist. 


ANYONE OF US by TJ and Bruce Chadd 

Phase 3 Cha; available from Amazon. Basic, fence line, reverse underarm turn, crabwalks, 
spot turn, time steps, shoulder to shoulder, open break, whip to tandem, cucaracha, chase, 
break back to open, sliding door, circle away and together, solo spot turn, solo fence line 
and a side corte. 


WINTER LULLABY by Chuck and Sandi Weiss 

Phase 3+2 (Telemark, Diamond Turn) Waltz; available from iTunes and Amazon. This 
music is exceptional, very beautiful; and the dance flows very nicely also. Box finish, left 
turns, hover, diamond turn, twinkles, maneuver, right turns, whisk, cross hover, canter, 
left turning box, open impetus, open telemark, hover fallaway, slip pivot, twist vine 6 and 
a dip and twist. 


CHEEK TO CHEEK by TJ and Bruce Chadd 

Phase 4+1 (Natural Weave) Foxtrot; available from Amazon. If you like Doris Day then 
you will like this music. Feather finish, hover telemark, in and out runs, feather, reverse 
wave, back feather, hover corte, back whisk, syncopated vine, through and chasse, natural 
weave, change of direction, open reverse, outside check, slow side lock, 2 diamond, quick 
diamond 4, back quick twisty vine 4, vine 3 and step through-side-change point. 
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TWO SEPARATE BAR STOOLS by Jos Dierickx 

Phase 3 Waltz; available from Amazon. Very nice country music and the dance fits it well. 
Left turning box, waltz away and together, solo turns (roll), balances, twirl/vine, twinkles, 
maneuver, spin turn box finish, left turns, whisk, back and chasse to banjo and side car, 
cross hovers and a chair. 


STEPPING ABOUT by Alex and Jennifer Kennedy 

Phase 4+1 (Check and Weave) Foxtrot; available from Palomino. Feather finish, reverse 
turn, 3 step, 2 natural turn, closed impetus, feather, telemark, chair and slip, reverse 
wave, progressive cross hovers, check and weave, change of direction, diamond turn, 
outside change-banjo, natural hover fallaway, slip pivot and through to an over-sway. 


MY BABY JIVE by Paul and Ann Clements 

Phase 5+1 (Simple Spin) + 4 (un-phased: Shoulder Spin, Tuck-ins, Hip Bump, Slingshot 
Runaway) Jive; available from Amazon and iTunes. The music is very good and the 
dance will take some time to perfect with 4 un-phased cues. Enjoy it. Simple spin, 
shoulder spin, basic rock, link to a whip turn and continuous chasse, jive walks, chasse 
roll, slingshot runaway, change left to right — overturned, flick to breaks, throwaway 
overturned, chicken walks, check and spin, stop and go, travelling sand steps, link toa 
double whip turn and more. 


A PLACE IN THE CHOIR by Annette and Frank Woodruff 

Phase 2 + 2 (Fishtail & Strolling Vine) Two Step; available from Amazon and others. 
This music is very upbeat. Walk 2, forward two steps, progressive scissors, vine apart 
and together, box, hitch, scissors through, strolling vine, fishtail, lace up, circle away and 
together, travelling doors, turning two steps and forward to a chair. 


BABY ELEPHANT WALK by Barbara Connelly 

Phase 2 + 2 (Side Stairs & Strolling Vine) Two Step; available on iTunes. This is a 
different dance that previously reviewed. Good music and a fun dance. Side stairs twice 
(8), scoot 4, forward two steps, box, strolling vine, basketball turn, hitch, vine 4, side draw 
close, vine 3, wrap, unwrap, change sides and vine 4. 


GRANDMA’S FEATHER BED by Bob and Mary Townsend-Manning 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. Traditional John Denver music and a good 
dance. Forward two steps, turning two steps, pivot 2, twirl 2, strut 4, side two step apart 
and together, open vine 4, forward-lock-forward, back-lock-back, hitch, circle away and 
together, face to face and back to back, basketball turn,, scissors, scissors/hitch, vine 7 and 
point through. 


LOST LOVER’S WALTZ by Jonathan and Cinder Wood 

Phase 2 Waltz; available from Amazon. The sampling of music I listened to was all 
instrumental and this is my personal preference. Right turning box, progressive box, 
twinkle, maneuver, wheel 6, left turn, progressive twinkles, twisty balance, waltz away, 
roll across, reverse twirl, solo turn in 6, left turning box, dip back with a leg crawl. 


OKLAHOMA HILLS by Jeanne and Warren Shane 

Phase 3 CH Cha; available from Amazon. Sand step, basic, New Yorker, fence line, 
reverse underarm turn, crab walk, side walk, shoulder to shoulder, open break, whip, 
interrupted chase, sliding doors, kick to a 4 and a close point. 


I LOVE TO WATCH A WOMEN DANCE by Carolyn and Tony Ahart 

Phase 3 Waltz; available from iTunes (Amazon has a different version). Hover, maneuver, 
impetus, interrupted box, step swing, spin-maneuver, right turns, cross hovers, waltz 
away and together, lace across, forward and flare, canter, whisk, left turning box, left 
turns and side corte. 
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ANGEL WING by Bryan and Sharon Gerdes 

Phase 4 Bolero; available from Amazon. Bolero walks, open fence line, basic, turning basic, 
right pass, lunge break, reverse under arm turn, spot turn, shadow New Yorker, cross body, 
forward break, left pass, hip lifts, shoulder to shoulder, time steps, sway and change of sway. 


BEAUTIFUL NOISE CHA by Ed and Elvira Glenn 

Phase 3 + 0 + 1 (Left Turning Box) Cha Cha; available from Amazon and others. I use 
this dance, used a record not the down load, could only wait the two measures or I ran out 
of music; this is a fun dance. Time steps, left turning box (basic step turning left on the 
recover step) basic, New Yorker, crab walks, spot turn, hand to hand, chase, chase with 
peek-a-boos, shoulder to shoulder, fence line, merengue 4, slow vine 4 and side corte. 


DE LA MER by Bob and Sally Nolan 

Phase 4 + 1 (Outside Spin) Waltz; available from Casa Musica (Note: Amazon has a 
different version.). Change of direction, open reverse turn, back chasse-banjo, maneuver, 
open impetus, whiplash, back whisk, open natural, outside spin, syncopated outside 
change, syncopated vine, telemark, open in and out runs, diamond turn, syncopated 
reverse fallaway weave and open reverse turn. 


AS SHE’S WALKING AWAY by Doug and Leslie Dodge 

Phase 3 Five Count; available from iTunes and others. This is good Alan Jackson music 
and a moderate level dance. Walk 2-swivel 2, rock the boat, twirl 2-walk-maneuver, pivot 
2-walk 2, forward triples, hitch, circle away4, strut together 4, sand steps, progressive 
rock 4, slow hitch 4, left turning box, travelling doors, turning triples, basketball turn, 
travelling box and sliding doors. 


ONE STEP AT A TIME by Gene and Etta Sonnier 

Phase 4 Jive; available on Arhoolie Rec 45-528 (Amazon’s version is 2 minutes longer). 
Chasse left and right, pretzel turn, right tuning fallaway, change right to left and left to 
right, American spin, spanish arms, basic rock, lindy catch, change hands behind the back, 
fallaway rock, circular change places, shoulder shove, Miami special with jazz hands. 


PRECIOUS DREAMS IV by Milo Molitoris and Cinda Firstenburg 

Phase 4 + 2 (Double Reverse and Contra Check) Waltz; available from iTunes and 
Amazon. This is a long dance, over 4 minutes with very pretty music. Viennese turns, 
forward waltz, maneuver, over spin turn, open impetus, weave 6, check and develope, 
outside swivel, natural hover cross, double reverse, open telemark, in and out runs, slow 
side lock, hover telemark, op natural, back passing change, box finish, slow rise and slip, 
open reverse turn, through to a promenade sway and oversway. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

Steppenwolf. It was released in 1968 peaking at # 3 on the US Charts. Giotars, bass, 
drums, electronic keyboard in a rock mix. Try it for patter. Nasser calls in a ‘rap’ style 

on the vocal track. Hds (Sds) Square Thru, Swing Thru, Spin the Top, Recycle, Reverse 
Flutter Wheel, Sweep 1/4, Veer Right, Promenade. 


You Are The Sunshine Of My Life Scott Byers 
(1) Crown ~ CRC 201 (CD, MP3) Re-release 

A 1973 pop single written and released by Stevie Wonder. It was # 1 on the Billboard 

Hot 100 and the Easy listening Charts. It won a Grammy Award and has been covered 
more than 25 times. Saxophones, electronic keyboard, horns, bass and percussion in a 

full big band sound. Hds (Sds) Lead Right, R & L Thru, Veer Left, Couples Circulate, Men 
Circulate, Ladies Trade, Half Tag, Scoot Back 2 X’s, Swing, Promenade.

(1) Dance Ranch ~ DR 1132 (CD, MP3) 

Released in 1984 by Waylon Jennings. It reached # 4 on the Hot Country charts. Guitar, 
horns, steel, bass and drums.

Written by Roger Whittaker from a poem submitted by a listener to his radio program in 
Great Britain in 1971.

(1) Gold Rush ~ GLDR 154 (CD, MP3)

Listen While You Work 


There is a big difference between being alone and being lonely. At times being alone 
without any noise or distraction allows you to concentrate completely on a project. You 
can think about what you are doing and focus on the details. Other times, when working 
on a less demanding project, it is nice to have a bit of noise to keep you company. It is also 
handy to be able to turn the noise off when you need to concentrate on a particularly tricky 
spot or to answer the phone. 





TV can be too distracting to the eyes and without watching you don’t get the whole 
story. Trying to sew while watching TV is very dangerous. When the needle is moving, 
you should have your eyes on your hands and their position near that needle. A sewing 
machine needle will go right through your finger. It has enough force to pierce the finger 
nail and the bone. This has happened to many distracted stitchers. 


The radio is a safer option for a little ear enjoyment while you work. The problems with 
radio stations are they do not always play the music that you want to hear and they have 
a lot of commercials. Set up your computer in the same room as your sewing machine and 
log on to Pandora Radio. You can design your own station. If it plays a song you don’t like 
you can delete it and it will not be played again. Give a thumbs up to the songs you like 
and they will go into your file. Then it will search for similar songs that you might like. 
You can even set up more than one station and play blues one day and classical the next. 


Also on the computer you can listen to audio books. Listening to a book is great fun. 
Having someone read you a story while you stitch really makes the time pass quickly. It 
is better than TV because you can pick they type of story you like, you can pause it when 
you leave the room and you can rewind it if you miss a clue. (I listen to a lot of murder 
mysteries.) There are inspirational, motivational, educational and biographical audio 
books as well as fiction. 


Libravox is one free audio book site. There are thousands of books to choose from in 
many different categories. This site only has books who’s copyright date has expired. That 
is not always a draw back. All of the Sherlock Holmes books are there. This volunteer site 
is part of Project Gutenberg which is trying to put all books on the internet. This is an 
interesting project and you can get involved for free. 


For more current books I log on to my local library web site. Using my library card 
number I can down load newer books with out charge. After listening to them, I return 
them so that they are not cluttering up my computer. If you do not return them they will 
just go away on their due date. They can also be down loaded to a portable device, like an 
iPod or an MP3 so you can take the story with you. 


Audio books on CD or cassette, from the local library, are another way to enjoy a story 
while stitching. There are thousands of them and they are free with your library card. Set

We not only expect you to show up, we also want you take 
part as a member of a team working with others for the success of the group. Wow. That 
builds a special kind of bond. 


That bond of friendship was much in evidence yesterday. It was a group of folks with a 
common bond and a common friend. Nearly everyone in the hall knew many of the others 
that were there. We had known each other for years and many for decades. We were 
gathered to celebrate a beloved leader and friend. I’m pretty sure it was the kind of party 
Joe wanted. But I know he was way too modest to have imagined how many would travel 
on a hot summer Saturday to share their admiration for him.

up a boom box near your sewing machine and play them as you sew. Once you get started 
on audio books you will really enjoy the ability to select just the story you want to hear. 


The main draw back to listening while you sew is the noise of the machine. You will 
need to turn up the volume to be able to hear while you are stitching. To increase your 
listening enjoyment get a pair of those big puffy over the whole ear head phones. They will 
keep out the noise of the sewing machine and allow you to clearly hear the narrator. (This 
is of vital importance when listening to murder mysteries.) They are also more comfortable 
than the small things you are suppose to stuff in your ears. 


The best way to enjoy sewing and company is to attend classes on sewing. Check with 
sewing machine dealers or fabric stores near you for classes. Learning new techniques 
that will make your sewing easier and faster. You will find new friends who share your 
interest in material things. Then you can invite them to square dance lessons.

SUMMIT 1 


I had the privilege of being the Key Note Speaker for the 60% National Square and 
Round Dance Convention in Detroit last year (2011). The theme of the speech was 
“Challenging Changes in Our Activity through Education.” 


I thought the topic was interesting and the task before me was how was I going 
to incorporate education and the effects there of with the challenges our activity is 
experiencing. I decided to concentrate on how two companies that affect our lives, one 
in the corporate world and one in the everyday world, can be successful and survive 
challenges themselves. 


I talked about IBM, who was very successful up until the early nineties and then 
through competition from Microsoft, Dell and others almost became extinct. IBM had to 
take a good look at themselves and decide what they had become and what they would 
have to do to survive in the world. It was not easy, but when you look at IBM today, they 
are not the same IBM as years ago. They had to make hard decisions about how they go 
about their business. 


They ultimately re-invented themselves. I am sure there were parts of their world they 
would have liked to remain intact, but they also realized that sometimes you have to let 
go of something in order to move forward. Sort of like square dancing, many people feel we 
just can’t let go of some things, if we do, then all will be lost. But it doesn’t always work 
that way. “Nothing ventured, nothing gained.” 


The other company I spoke about was Apple. What makes Apple so successful? What 
makes consumers rush to the store and pay high prices for, what I admit, are quality 
products, but still expensive. The key here is “quality.” Apple delivers to its consumer’s 
shiny, colorful products that are appealing to the eyes. People see the products, and 
something triggers in their minds that they want them. 


Apple’s products are also very functional; they make life easy on people in the 
entertainment world. They make it convenient for the consumers to get digital 
entertainment, movies, music, the internet etc in an almost seamless way. People do buy 
for convenience nowadays; it is what drives us in this time-shortened world. 


The idea of my speech was to look at re-branding square dancing from what we know of 
it today in order to survive in an Apple World.” I was speaking about the 20,000 foot level. 
We all know the internal battles we fight everyday about class sizes, programs being too 
long or too short etc. Let’s not forget club, caller politics and what the appropriate attire 
for our activity is. I specifically chose not to go there as we continue to roll around in the 
weeds with no clear cut answers. I wanted to see how we can re-brand our activity, like 
IBM re-branded themselves and survived. 


I believe we can do it, but it will take a great deal of work from dedicated people, and 
the sense to realize we need some outside help. (Please note I am staying away from the 
discussion of what it would cost for this help, that is a given) 
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I was asked by several individuals around the country about what I thought the next 
steps would be. I have received numerous emails and calls pledging support for whatever 
I do. However, it isn’t what I want to do; I am just one drop of water in our sea of square 
dancing. No one can do it alone. 


I did a follow up session at the 61** National this year in Spokane. The room was 
packed and I had even more support. It was a great session with some good ideas. The 
task before us in re-branding is enormous, but they say the journey of a 1000 miles begins 
with one step. My vision was that dedicated people, dancers, callers, cuers etc who want 
to work together for the good of the activity, get together and discuss at the 20,000 foot 
level, what we can do to get started. I was not interested in having any organization send 
representatives etc, we have ARTS for that and they are doing great things. Our activity 
needs multiple venues for promotion and brand awareness to the general public. 


If all goes well, I would like to have a national advertising agency speak to us and give 
us their outside opinion about what we are, and what we need to do to not only survive but 
also thrive in this ever changing world. I am willing to work on it, perhaps have a small 
meeting; somewhere centrally located in the country and everyone is invited who wants to 
work. Let’s call it “Summit 1.”

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BRACE THRU 


The CALLERLAB Advanced Committee has adopted Brace Thru to replace Half Breed 
Thru on the A-1 list. The definition of both calls are exactly the same. 


Why was this done? The name Half Breed Thru was considered by some people to be 
offensive to native Americans. Over the years CALLERLAB has received an occasional 
letter objecting to the name, but the number of objections were so few that nothing was 
ever done. 


Last year CALLERLAB received another letter objecting to the name. Even though 
there were still minimal objections, the Advanced Committee members decided to opt for 
political correctness and eliminate the name. 


How was the new name chosen? A call named “Brace Yourself” has existed for 
many years on no official list. Its definition is the second half of Half Breed Thru, namely: 
From lines facing out (or other formations), standard boy-girl couples will Courtesy Turn 
while 1/2 sashayed couples will U Turn Back. Result is standard boy-girl couples. 


So it was decided to combine the “thru” action of Pass Thru with the call Brace Your- 
self, thereby resulting in Brace Thru. 


How has the new name been received? Not particularly well. Every dancer I have 
told about this name change and the reason for it have just rolled their eyes. Many said 
they never related the name to native Americans - to them it was just a call name. Since 
Half Breed Thru has been on the CALLERLAB Advanced list since its inception in 1977, 
and since it was in widespread use for at least 5 years before that, it is natural for people 
to not want to change something that has been basic to the Advanced program for 40 
years. But at least we are now politically correct. 


A final thought. Of course, whenever we talk political correctness the extremists 
always come forth. More than one dancer has said to me: “Why don’t we eliminate all calls 
which might be offensive to someone?” 


For example: Circle Left could be offensive to Republicans, along with Veer Left and 
Allemande Left. Lead Right and Circle Right could be offensive to Democrats. Shoot the 
Star and Explode the Wave could be seen as promoting violence. Peel Off and Peel the Top 
could imply shady dance clubs. Follow Your Neighbor could be promoting local spying. 
Swap Around??? No comment. 


You can probably come up with more on your own. But remember that square dancing has 
one of the best politically correct calls going, and for that we can all be proud: RECYCLE. 


And for political correctness, it should be noted that no animals were harmed in the 
production of this article. 
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How to Use a Press Cloth 


A press cloth is placed between the fashion fabric and iron to protect the fashion 
fabric and improve pressing. Different types of cloths are needed for different fabrics. 
When working with a press cloth remember to press not iron. Press means picking up 
and putting down the iron. Ironing is moving the iron back and forth. Running the iron 
back and forth over a press cloth can cause wrinkles. Pressers in the finest haute couture 
workrooms of Paris, London and New York use heavy irons, press cloths and billows of 
steam to press those runway creations. 


Make several press cloths and keep them handy near the ironing board. They can pick 
up dye and lint from the project being pressed. Use a different cloth for each project and 
wash them frequently. A handy size is about 18 x 18 inches. Serge or zig zag around the 
edges. In one corner write “This Side Up” with a permanent marker. 


Cottons & poly-cottons - Press with a piece of thick cotton muslin. The muslin will 
prevent the iron from scorching the fabric. Dip the press cloth in water and wring it out as 
hard as you can. Lay the cloth on the area and apply pressure with an up and down motion. 


Wool - The best press cloth for a wool project is a piece of the same fabric. A wool press 
cloth between the iron and the fabric will prevent the iron from polishing the fabric and 
making it shiny. Wool will hold a lot of water. This will enable it to make a lot of steam. If 
you don’t have a piece of what you are pressing, use a cloth of white wool gabardine. This 
tightly woven fabric will not leave lint on the project. 


Synthetics - Can be pressed more safely with a protective cloth of heavy tightly woven 
cotton muslin. The density will help spread the heat of the iron and so that you can press 
harder and get a crisper seam. The steam will be diffused as it passes though the cloth. 
Turn the iron down to keep from melting the project. Before pressing any synthetic, 
always test press a few scraps. 


For fusing use two press cloths of muslin. The bottom one should be about the size of 
the top of the ironing board. The top one should be about 18 by 22 inches. In one corner 
of each cloth write “This Side Up” with a permanent marker. Place the bottom press 
cloth on the ironing board. Lay the fashion fabric on the cloth, right side down. Press the 
fabric with a spray of water or lots of steam. This prepares the fabric for fusing. Lay the 
fusible interfacing on the fabric resin side down. Hold the iron about a half inch above 
the interfacing and steam it thoroughly. Steaming will cause the last bit of shrinkage in 
the interfacing. Dip the top press cloth in water and wring it out hard. Smooth it over 
the project. 


Fusing interfacing requires four things; heat, steam, pressure and time. All of these 
factors work together to melt the resin and fuse the two pieces together. The general 
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“Vintage Treasures”

guide line is to set the iron temperature for the fabric. Use the damp press cloth as a 
temperature and timing guide. After 10 to 15 seconds the cloth should be dry. If it is 
not, hold the iron in place a few moments longer. This seems like a long time but it is 
necessary to get a permanent bond. 





Start in the center of the area and press down hard. Lift the iron and overlapping 
slightly press down again. Repeat until the area is fused. Then steam press the right 
side of the item using a clean press cloth. This takes a while but the interfacing will not 
separate in the first wash. After pressing, cooling time is required to set the resin. Allow 
the item to cool completely before taking the next step in the construction. 


The purpose for the special press cloths for fusing is to catch any resin that bleeds 
through the fabric or the interfacing, so that it doesn’t gum up the iron or board cover. 
That is why they are marked “This Side Up.” Wash them frequently and throw them away 
if they get gunky. 


It is easier to fuse before cutting. Place the chunk of fabric that you plan to cut the 
facing from on the ironing board. Cut a piece of interfacing smaller than the fabric, slightly 
larger than you need for the pattern piece. Fuse the interfacing to the fabric. Then cut out 
the pattern piece. Fuse once, cut once and the edges will be perfect. 


Using a press cloth is one of those little things that can really improve the outcome of 
your creative endeavors. A little more time, a little more effort and the results are a lot 
more compliments. 


If at first you do succeed, it’s too easy; 
try something else.

Over the past couple of years I have mentioned a SquareDanceHistory.org web site 
that I have been working on. The site at that address has been available for nearly that 
full time. The goal of the project, however, has been to make available, on-line, moving 
images that show the history of our wonderful activity. That goal has been reached. 


We have more than 300 videos on the site. They show a broad spectrum of square 
dance styles from traditional to early modern western and current modern including all 
of the CALLERLAB dance programs and even one showing hexagon squares. They also 
represent a diverse selection of areas of this country and some clips show the activity in 
other countries and on other continents.. 


The project has involved many hours of work by a small group of very dedicated 
folks. The web site identifies some of these but there are many others who have helped 
with donations of materials, conversion of file formats, moving the files onto the site 
and in many other ways. Foremost among these is David Millstone of Lebanon, NH. He 
was recently elected President of the Country Dance and Song Society (CDSS). My own 
observation suggests that the position takes much less of his time than the work he is 
doing on the web site. 


CDSS is not without interest in the project which has several sponsoring organizations. 
These include CALLERLAB, The ARTS (Alliance of Round, Traditional and Square 
Dance) and the Lloyd Shaw Foundation. We also have the support of the Square Dance 
Foundation of New England and the University of New Hampshire, Milne Special 
Collections Library. 


In addition to the moving images of dancing, the site offers many interviews with early 
and current leaders. You can listen to (and, for some, read the words of) early callers and 
leaders. There are many pictures and clips from recordings, and tapes of early dances by 
legendary callers from the past - as well as some who are still active. We are very proud of 
this site. It is very good now but is still a work in progress. We will be adding to it steadily. 
Anyone who has an interest in the history and origins of square dancing, whether modern 
or traditional, will find this an informative place to visit.

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Gimmicks 


I love gimmicks. 


Used well and judiciously, gimmicks can make your dance memorable — and you too. 
Here are a handful of little tricks to liven up your patter or singing calls. 


Most of us probably use the following sequence in singing calls: Opener, Heads, Heads, 
Break, Sides, Sides, Closer (HHSS). One trick is to reverse the order, call sides first. Or 
go Heads, Sides, Sides, Heads. Do not go Heads, Sides, Heads, Sides or you will have the 
original head ladies active every time while the side ladies stand. 


If you have used HHSS exclusively for most of the dance, then try this: Opener, Heads, 
Heads, Break, “Square thru 4”...the dancers will all holler out “who?” You answer is 
“Sides...it’s your turn.” Then finish the sequence. Be sure that you use a figure that is 8 
beats shorter than a normal singing call. It is good for a chuckle. 


Or in a patter call, set up a pass thru/trade-by sequence to get to the corner, but 
instead of allemande left, call pass thru or swing thru. This one needs to be set up vocally: 
become more enthusiastic with “Pass Thru, Trade-by, Guess who?...(pause) Swing Thru, 
Girls Circulate, Boys Trade, Right and Left Grand.” You will have complete chaos, but 
most dancers will realize that it was a joke. 


Another good one is to zero the dancers out at home. This is very effective at the MS 
and Plus levels, but it is almost de riguer in Advanced. If you want to do this, Never, 
Ever, Not Even Once give the impression that you are hunting for a way to get there. It 
should come as a complete surprise. I can remember a dance at which the caller used Acey 
Deucey, Chain Down the Line, and another variety of calls constantly...it became obvious 
that he was trying to show that he could Zero out. But it also was obvious that he did not 
really have control of all of the calls available to him. 





Try a change of formation. Six couple rectangles are fun, and they do not take any 
special instruction. Circle figures may need a little shift in timing...e.g. right and left 
erand is six hands, not four. Allemande Thar/Shoot the Star needs to be used three 
times instead of two times to get dancers back to the partner. You cannot use Heads 
Lead Right...it turns out to be a mess, but Sides Lead Right and Circle to a line works 
beautifully. You cannot have Sides Square Thru...it just does not work. On the other 
hand, Heads Square Thru is marvelous. And if you then have dancers step to a wave, you 
have three parallel ocean waves. Another warning, not all of the calls can be used in this 
formation. Just imagine trying to do Spin Chain and Exchange the Gears. There is an 
extra star with no place to go. On the other hand Relay the Deucey works beautifully with 
an experienced and confidant crowd. Just remember that the outsides must circulate three 
spots, not just two.

And there is a Square Within a Square, and full Double Squares. If you and your 
dancers are confidant, try progressive squares. The simple version is to simply move 
dancers from one square to the square adjacent to them and back again. The tough one 
is to have every dancer dance in every square on the floor and back home. There is an 
apocryphal story of Bob Van Antwerp on a cruise with about 50 squares of dancers. One 
night someone asked Bob for a full set of progressive squares. When the dancers were all 
squared up, Bob asked the floor if they wanted to do the progressive squares knowing that 
they would be up for about and hour and fifteen minutes. 


Sometime after the half-way point Bob said gently, “Lady in the green dress in 
the third square from the wall on the right, if you do not turn around you will break 
fifty squares” He got a good laugh, then finished the set perfectly. Quite frankly, I’m 
not sure there was a lady in a green dress, but it was a masterful show of control of 
the floor. 


One of my favorites requires that dancers move in time to the music, because if they 
rush this there will be a horrendous traffic jam. Give the first command so that the 
dancers start moving on the first beat of the music: “Heads square thru four” (let them 
start and wait until the 6th beat of the phase then “Sides Face...Grand Square” (timed so 
that the Grand Square starts on beat one of the phrase). Then Heads...Cloverleaf...Sides 
keep going... Heads Coverleaf...Heads Square Thru Three. If you did it right the Heads 
will finish the Square Thru just as the Sides finish the Grand Square. 


Now, how often can you use one of these gimmicks? Probably not more than once in a 
whole dance. And if you are a local caller, not more than once every other month at the 
most. Dancers like gimmicks, but they recognize them for what they are. Crème bulee is a 
marvelous treat, but you do not want it every night.

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. This is a different John Denver, but enjoyable 
to me. Slow side draw close, forward two steps, scoot, lace up, face to face, rock side & 
recover, back to back, forward-lock-forward, circle away & together, vine 3, wrap, unwrap, 
change sides, right turning box, strut together 4 and vine 8.

I GOT MEXICO by Larry & Susan Sperry 

Phase 3 + 2 (Develop & Cross Body) Rumba; available from Amazon. If you like Eddy 
Raven you will like this music; the dance flows very smoothly. Open break, spot turn, New 
Yorkers, chase, under arm turns, lariat, fence lines, spot turns, serpiente, develope, cross 
body and end in cuddle position. 


I LOVE YOU BECAUSE by Larry & Susan Sperry 

Phase 3 + 2 (Windmill & Chicken Walks) Jive. Here is another good dance from the 
Sperry’s. Point steps 4, jive chasse, fallaway rock, fallaway throw away, link rock, double 
rock, kick ball change, chicken walks, windmill turns, change behind the back, forward 
triples and change point. 


BILITIS (Theme from) by Christine & Theron Hixon 

Phase 4 + 2 (Riff Turn & Horseshoe Turn) Bolero; available from mp38city.com.ua and 
others. I have not listened to the music. Raise arms, side close, shoulder to shoulder, 
reverse underarm turn, underarm turn, lariat 3, outside roll, break back to % open, 1//2 
turning basic, basic, prep aida, aida line & switch lunge, horseshoe turn, riff turn, fence 
line, New Yorker, checked right pass and a slow corte. 
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HCECILA by Ralph & Joan Collipi 

Phase 4 + 2 (Open Hip Twist & Double Cubans) + 1 (Body Investigator) Cha; available on 
Windsor 4519. Cucaracha, circle away & together, she body ripple/he body investigate, 
traveling doors, basic, shoulder to shoulder, New Yorker, cross body ending, aida, 
crabwalk, fence line, alemana, open hip twist, shadow traveling doors, side walk, double 
Cuban breaks, quick body ripple and look at partner. 


I REALLY DON’T WANT TO KNOW by Larry & Susan Sperry 

(It’s them again — they sent me 4 dances this month) 
Phase 4 + 1 (Hover Cross Ending) Waltz; available from Amazon. The music is super and 
the dance flows nicely. Box finish, hover telemark, chasse, cross pivot-sidecar, hover cross 
ending, diamond turn, drag hesitation, hesitation change, left turns, hover, weave 6, slow 
side lock, telemark semi, left whisk, back passing change, outside check, outside change, 
in & out runs, over spin turn, cross hesitation, impetus semi and much more. 


INTAKO CHA by Pete & Mary McGee 

Phase 4 + 2 (Single and d=Double Cubans) Cha; available on Telemark 916. Rock apart to 
bolero banjo, wheel, 12 basic, fan, hockey stick, forward and back basic, triple cha, rhonde, 
double Cuban breaks, single Cubans, alemana, lariat, hand to hand, aida, switch, spot 
turn, shoulder to shoulder and cross side to fence line. 


YOU’RE SIXTEEN by Allemande Al & Martha Wolff 

Phase 4 + 0 + 1 (Interrupted Box) Foxtrot; available from Amazon. This is good 60’s music 
and another fine dance from Al and Martha. Three step, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, 
left turns, twirl vine, diamond checking to a fishtail, box, progressive cross hovers, vine 8, 
interrupted box, reverse wave, impetus-sem1i, fan, dip back and twist with a quick leg crawl. 


SOMEDAY by Lee & Irene Rogers 

Phase 5 + 1 (Continuous Hover Cross) Foxtrot & Jive; available from Amazon. Good 
country music with Anne Murray. Twisty vine 4-checking, double top spin, reverse turn, 
feather finish, change of direction, hover telemark, natural fallaway weave, three step, 
14 diamond, quick diamond 4, continuous hover cross, reverse wave 2, check and weave, 
curved feather, back lilt 4, progressive cross hovers, open telemark, 1⁄2 natural, pretzel 
turn & unwrap with a double rock, forward triples, throwaway, change behind the back, 
change left to right, right turning fallaway with a glide, chicken walks, link rock and jive 
walks. 


Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed.

I recently did a dance for a group of seniors who are not regular square dancers. I’ve 
called for dances at this place before and a few of the dancers remembered a bit from the 
last time I was there. There were a couple of former club dancers and one woman who 
is currently dancing A-1. The group was 20 people including about only six men. In this 
setting I continue to be amazed at the extraordinary flexibility of our activity. 


We danced for about an hour and a half and did four sets of dances of about 20 minutes 
each. Starting in a big circle I introduced the identification of partners and corners and 
the Dosado and Allemande actions. We then made two couple (pair) sets and proceeded to 
dance. I added only three more actions, Star, Pass Thru and Trade during the two more 
dancing sessions and did a singing call in each of the three. 


The mixture of men and women in a square is long gone as an issue in square dancing. 
The ability to dance in four person sets instead the eight we usually have is one more 
way to let us adapt and there are ways to do a large range of dances with three person 
sets. We can draw from our traditional heritage and use contra lines with any number of 
people. Some of these adaptations take a little study and practice for a caller but they are 
available and they let us serve a huge variety of customers. 


These are not modern club square dances and for many modern club callers they are 
frightening. They are dancing, however, and they do provide a good experience for the 
dancers. They use skills that most of us either have already or could easily acquire. Some 
of those who do these kinds of dances are very, very good at it. They can be very profitable 
and, when they are done well, they leave people with a positive memory of square dancing. 


You don’t have to be a super caller to give people who have not square danced before a 
good time. As I have said many times, our activity is perhaps the most adaptable recreation 
there is. Let us take advantage of that and make it as widely available as we can.

Since then the choreographer has changed the level 
toa 5. They had miscounted the number of phase 5 cues in the dance. I do not check on the 
accuracy of the levels; that is the choreographer’s responsibility. 


WHEN I LOST YOU by Dorothy Sanders 

Phase 2 + 1 (Hover) Waltz; available from Palomino. The music for this dance was also 
not available for preview. Waltz away, forward waltz, twinkle; thru-face-close, dip back, 
recover/sidecar, twist vine, hover, progressive box, left turn, back waltz, right turns, 
balance left and right, twirl vine and twist. 


PONTOON by David and Susan Cleek 

Phase 3 — 0 — 1 (Kick to a 4) Cha Cha; available on iTunes and others. The music is 
country by Little Big Town and the dance is a SLOW CHA. The cue sheet does NOT have 
any “footprint” directions (small print). Cucarachas, forward and back cha, shoulder to 
shoulder, fence lines, New Yorkers, circle chase, open vine 4, point steps, kick to a 4 and 
cha, circle away and together, open break and whip. 


TONIGHT YOU BELONG TO ME by Lee and Irene Rogers 

Phase 3 Cha Cha and Two Step; available from Amazon. The music is a little different 
but pleasing and it is short (less than 2 minutes). Quick strolling vine, traveling doors, 
fence line, spot turn, 12 basic, under arm turn, lariat, shoulder to shoulder, chase, strut 4, 
whaletail, fence line 4, fence line 2 and point. 


WHEN YOU WISH UPON A STAR by Takao and Setuko Ito 

Phase 3 + 2 (Chase with Peek-A-Boos, Syncopated Fan) Rumba; available from Casa 
Musica. Disney fans will recognize the music. Sunburst, woman syncopated fan, hockey 
stick, New Yorker, spot turn, hand to hand, serpiente, fence line, open break, whip, 
cucaracha, 2 basic, underarm turn, lariat, shadow fence line and crabwalks, double chase 
with peek-a-boos, wheel 6 and cuddle. 


FEELS SO RIGHT by Doug and Leslie Dodge 

Phase 4 Bolero; available from iTunes. Dance is listed as “easy level” and does have a lot of 
repeats in it. Open break, underarm turn, reverse underarm turn, New Yorker, shoulder 
to shoulder, lunge break, cross body, hip rocks, turning basic, fence line, shadow New 
Yorker, bolero walk, open in and out runs, forward break, hand to hand, spot turn, prepare 
the aida and aida extended. 
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LOST LOVER’S WALTZ by Jonathan and Cinder Wood 

Phase 2 Waltz; available on Amazon. The music is very pretty and the dance flows nicely. 
Right turning box 4, progressive box, progressive twinkle, maneuver, forward waltz, 
wheel 6, left turns, twisty balance, twisty vine, waltz away, roll across, thru twinkles, 
canter, reverse twirl, solo turn in 6, left turning box and dip back with a leg crawl. 


WHAT YOU SEE by Dorothy Sanders 

Phase 2 + 1 (Fishtail) Two Step; available from Palomino. I was not able to preview this 
music. This is a basic two step; can be used for teaching as well as at an open dance. 
Forward two steps; scissors, walk, hitch, turning two steps, left turning box, progressive 
scissors, fishtail, traveling box, vine, wrap unwrap, change sides and rewrap. 


HOPELESSLY YOURS IV by Bob and Linda Berka 

Phase 4 Waltz; available from Amazon. Very pretty music. Box finish, open telemark, 
natural hover fallaway, slip pivot, 2 natural, outside change, maneuver, spin over turn, 
back and chasse, weave 6, in and out runs, hesitation change, diamond turn, closed 
telemark, hover, whisk, thru-face-close and side corte. 


PLL BE FAITHFUL TO YOU by Ron and Mary Noble 

Phase 4 + 0 + 2 (Arm to Arm, Patty Cake Twisty Basic) Slow Two Step; available from 
Amazon. Music is terrific. Aida, aida line, switch and recover, open basic, arm to arm, 
lunge basic, shadow hand to hand, left turn inside roll, right palm twisty basic, lady wrap 
man in two, sweetheart run, parallel chase, wheel, basic, open break, traveling cross 
chasses, reverse underarm turn and lunge apart. 


SAFARI TOO by Brent and Judy Moore 

Phase 4 Quickstep. Circle 4, start a “4 turn, back double lock, chasse, maneuver, spin turn, 
14 box back, running back locks, front vine 4, side lock, Viennese turns, forward-forward/ 
lock-forward, pivot, reverse chasse turn chasse ending, check and fishtail 5, twirl vine 3 
and side lunge. 


IF I HAD MY WAY by Ken and Irene Slater 

Phase 5 Foxtrot; available from Amazon. Music and dance go very well together. Right 
lunge recover and slip, open telemark, open in and out runs, running open natural, chasse, 
curved feather, open impetus, promenade weave, hover telemark, open natural, zigzag 4, 
feather, double reverse, contra check, feather finish, top spin, change of direction, reverse 
turn, whisk and forward — right lunge. 


We only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

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Gimmicks 2 
Last month I said that I love gimmicks, but that you should use them sparingly. 


This month I am going back on my word. Here is a gimmick — actually a tool — that you 
can use at every dance. It is called a module. 


As most everyone knows, a module is a call or sequence of calls that move dancers 
from one known position to another known position. Here are two really easy modules for 
examples: 


1) Home (or Static Square); Circle Left; Allemande Left; Promenade Partner Home. 
2) SS (Home); Heads Square Thru Four 


These two examples are modules. So, what’s the big deal. The big deal is to substitute 
modules to change how dancers get from one known position to another. 


la) SS; Circle Left; Allemande Left; Right and Left Grand; Promenade Partner Home. 
One module has been added to make the whole sequence a little bit more complex. After 
the Allemande Left in both examples the dancers are all facing partner, in sequence. Right 
and Left Grand is a module that (in this case) takes the dancers right back to the same 
formation. 


2a) SS; Heads Promenade Half; Star Thru; Pass Thru. Beginning and ending 
formations are the same in both examples (2 & 2a), but the feeling is substantially 
different. Also, a one call module has been changed to a three call module. 


This is the fun of modules. How many ways can you accomplish the task of moving the 
dancers from one place to another place and still know where they are? I don’t recommend 
it, but a caller who uses modules can literally turn his back on the dancers and still know 
exactly where they are. 


How can you remember all those modules? Start off simple, as with the two examples 
and keep it simple. Example 2 again: SS; Heads Promenade Half. Do you still know where 
the dancers are? Of course — they have moved from one known position to another known 
position. Now, Example 2 moved dancers from Home to a Corner Box (Box 1-4). We just 
left off with the Heads Promenade Half, which leaves them in a square but the heads are 
half out. What can you do to get to the Box 1-4?

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a) Star Thru; Pass Thru 

b) Square Thru 2 

c) Right and Left Thru; Flutterwheel, Sweep 1⁄4; Pass Thru 

d) Pass the Ocean; Extend; Swing Thru; Boys Run; Wheel and Deal 


e) Square Thru Four; Swing Thru; Boys Run; Half Tag; Trade and Roll; 
Pass Thru; Trade By 


f) Pass the Ocean; Extend; Relay the Deucey; Single Hinge; Scoot Back; 
Boys Run; Right and Left Thru; Slide Thru 


Each module is a little bit more difficult, but they all accomplish the same thing. In 
example f, from the square with the heads half out, Pass the Ocean and Extend put the 
dancers into a corner wave — all dancers have their own corner by the right hand. Relay 
the Deucey is a big nothing — all of that motion and nothing happens. Single Hinge with 
the corner moves to another ocean wave, but the girls are on the wrong side of the boys; 
Scoot Back is a substitute call for Trade. It changes the flow (or overflow) and has the 
dancers interact with other dancers. 


After the Scoot Back, the girls are on the “right” side, but dancers are not facing the 
corner and still have right hands joined. Somehow we need to “normalize” things. Boys 
Run gives corner lines, but again the girls are on the “wrong” side. I suppose you could 
solve the problem with Half Sashay and Face your Corner, but there is something terrible 
about the flow of that. So Right and Left Thru (Gust changing places with the facing couple) 
puts the girls on the “right” side, but the dancers are out of sequence. Star Thru resolves 
the sequence problem, and leaves the corners facing each other: Box 1-4. 

Just this much discussion of Modules should get your choreographic juices flowing. 
Keep looking for ways to move from one know position to another, but do not use the same 
combinations over and over. Your dancers will love the variety, but you will still be in 
command at all times. 

You can think of Modules as a gimmick, but they are one of the most powerful tools you 
can have in your caller’s kit. 

[Extra Credit: THE CLASSIC MODULE: Chicken Plucker. This combination has 
been around forever, and you can call it all night long without the dancers knowing what 
happened. Here is the basic module: 

1) SS; 

2) Heads (or Sides) Square Thru Four; 
3) Right and Left Thru; 

4) Dive Thru; 

5) Pass Thru; 

6) Right and Left Thru; 

7) Dive Thru; 

8) Pass Thru. 


Your assignment (should you care to accept it) is to rewrite Chicken Plucker using at 
least 20 calls (no more than 25, please) without using any of the calls of the original (OK, 
you can use Pass Thru). Send your creation to me at paulmoore@wildblue.net. I will go 
through your variation and send it back with comments.

WE NEED EACH OTHER 


As a teacher of callers, it always amazes me how many times I hear from student 
callers who tell me that in their area, many of the local callers or their own club caller will 
not help them learn to call. 


I know that many years ago, that this was very common because the more established 
caller was afraid to help anyone because they thought that eventually they would lose 
their calling jobs. In some cases, this did happen, but why did they lose their jobs? Perhaps 
the newer caller came along and was just better than them. Perhaps the student caller 
was nicer to the dancers or more open to trying things and calling what the dancers might 
have wanted. 


It’s no secret that many long time callers get set in their ways and will not change. We 
live in a world where change is inevitable, so if we do not continue to practice our craft and 
make changes to reflect the environment, then we will eventually become irrelevant. 


I also hear of callers who tell newer callers that “they don’t need to go to a callers 
school” because they will help them. Some do help them, but I always tell perspective new 
callers to attend seminars, schools, not just mine. The more educated the caller is and the 
more they train, the odds are that they will be a better caller. 


I still see it to this day, callers are jealous of potential new callers and for no reason. 
I think this kind of an attitude is wrong and destructive. If these callers want to do 
something for the activity, they should be helping the newer caller. Instead, they are being 
selfish and greedy. But, as they say, the cream eventually rises to the top. 


I urge everyone to continue to help new callers and would-be callers; along with 
dancers, they are also the future of our activity.

Lace Tablecloth Skirt 


This is the easiest skirt to make because the hem is already finished and there are no 
side seams. Lace tablecloths make very pretty skirts that allow the color of the petticoat to 
show. They are very elegant holiday skirts. Solid fabric tablecloths also work well because 
they are usually perma-press and have a soil resistant finish. The main consideration is 
the weight of the fabric. Select light weight fabrics or the skirt will be too heavy. 





Before buying a tablecloth follow these instructions to get the right size. 
1. Determine your personal radius. 
Hip measurement + 6.28 = personal radius 
The hip measurement is used to get an opening that will be large enough 
to slip on and off. 


2. Decide on your skirt length. Add your skirt length and personal 
radius and multiply times 2. 


Skirt length + personal radius x 2 = your skirt diameter 
The skirt diameter must be equal to or less than the table cloth diameter. 





Materials 
1. Circular table cloth - these 

come in a variety of sizes but they 
are usually 60, 70 and 90 inches 
in diameter. 60 or 70 inches will 
make an average short skirt. A 
90 inch diameter table cloth will 
make an average prairie length 
skirt. 


2. Compass - for drawing circles, 
from the school supplies 
department 


3. Fabric and elastic for the 
waistband - The waist band CAN NOT be made by turning over the top to make a 
casing. This will result in a lumpy mess. Select a fabric to match or contrast with 
the table cloth. Matching napkins can be a source of fabric for waistbands, WE 
NEED EACH OTHER 





Instructions 


1. Fold the table cloth very carefully in half and then in half again. This forms a 
quarter circle. 


2. Measure along one fold, from the bottom of the tablecloth toward the point, until 
you get to the skirt length. Add % inch and mark this spot. The distance from 
here to the folded corner should be the personal radius or more. 
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3. Place the metal point of the compass on the folded point of the table cloth. 
Extend the pencil end to the mark and draw a quarter circle. Cut along this line. 


4. Make the waist band according to the hip measurement. Mark the bottom of the 
waist band and the top of the skirt in eight places. Match the marks and sew 
them together with a 1⁄2 inch seam. The top of the skirt may have to be gathered 
or pleated to fit the waistband. 


Look for other odd sources of fabric. I love to dig around in second hand stores. Sheer 
curtains make great linings or slips for prairie skirts. Bed skirts and old sheets can be 
used to make a practice garment when you want to try a new pattern. Linen table napkins 
are perfect press cloths. For pennies a yard you can get some interesting fabrics.

Living in the past has one thing in its favor -- its cheaper. 
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Hoedowns Are Music Too 


Years ago I attended a caller’s seminar taught by the great Bill Peters. Bill probably 
knew more about square dancing than any caller I can think of and he could prove it by 
calling truly exciting dances. 


Bill was very serious about his calling — which does not mean that he made his dances 
serious. What I mean is that he seriously studied choreography and music. Bill wrote some 
of the most valuable texts for callers — texts that every caller should have in his library 
and reread regularly. 


He had a great sense of humor and of play and he knew how to make an evening fun. 
He could consistently call good dances because he prepared for every dance. Many of us 
think that because we can “sight call” we do not have to prepare for a dance. 





Bill took another approach: He knew that every dance 
has its ups and downs and he controlled the flow of the 
evening by his selection of dance material and music. For 
example, to open a dance callers want to invite the dancers 
to be involved and feel comfortable. We need the dancers to 
get lifted up and to get used to our style. Bill generally chose 
a singing call that had some lift to it, was up-tempo, but not 
hard-driving. It also helped if most dancers were familiar 
with the song and could sing along. As for choreography, Bill 
kept it simple but threw in a couple of calls or combinations 
that told him how well the people danced. 


Now, as I was listening to Bill explain how he started the dance by telling the dancer 
through his choice of singing calls that the evening was going to be fun. Then he raised 
the tension and the drive with more complex choreography and used a singing call that 
was faster and more hard driving. For the third tip he backed off and let people relax to a 
slower tempo and more mellow melody. But all of Bill’s comments were about the singing 
calls and I wondered “What about hoedowns?” How does Bill select patter music for each 
tip? His answer surprised me: He reached into his record case and pulled out the first 
hoedown he touched. He did not plan his hoedown music with the same care he did his 
singing calls. 


If my experience has any validity, square dances spend more time on patter than on 
singing calls. If that is so, why not choose the patter music with the same care? 


Hoedown music comes in three basic types flavors (rhythms): 2/4, 4/4, and 6/8. Don’t 
panic. I will not be too technical here, and I will make some overly simple general 
statements just to open the topic. 
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4/4 music is march music. Played at 120 beats per minute, you have the tempo of a military 
parade. The rhythm sounds like chunk — chunk — chunk — chunk. Some hoedown tunes have 
the 4/4 rhythm with very little melody on top. Those hoedowns are great if you are trying to 
get dancers to move to the beat or if you do not want any distraction from the calls. On the 
other hand, 4/4 is the standard rhythm for Rock ’n Roll and Country/Western music. There are 
a lot of 4/4 hoedowns with good melody lines played by the lead instruments. 


2/4 music is a little more exotic. I describe it as boom-chuck boom-chuck — or you can 
count the beats as one-and-two-and, one-and-two-and. The rhythm has a lightness to it. 
And it lifts people up and makes them step lightly. A lot of Scottish reels are 2/4, and so 
are Sambas. 


6/8 music is a jig. Most people think of jigs as Irish or Scottish, but there are some good 
square dance tunes written in jig-time. Where both 4/4 and 2/4 can be counted as one- 
and-two-and, jigs take the “and” beat and cut it into two so it counts one-and a-two-and a. 
My favorite syllables to describe a jig are higgledy-piggledy, with the accent on the first 
syllable. Notice that in all three rhythms there are two major downbeats per measure. The 
dancers still step to the downbeat, but the caller may have to adjust his style of patter. 


Be serious about your selection of hoedown music. If your goal is to show off how well 
you know your choreography, stick to 4/4 that has very little melody to it. If you want 
to lighten things up and get the wind in people’s faces, use 2/4 with some chatter fill-in. 
If you want folks to get a little silly and start speaking in funny (and phony) Scottish 
accents, try ajig. 


The fastest, and most effective, way to add variety to your program is to change the 
rhythm and tempo of your music.

Recently I stopped by Ken Ritucci’s Caller School. He generously invites me each 
year to talk about history, sell a few books and mention the Square Dance Foundation 
of NE. Their Library/Museum is just down the hall from the Mill-a-Round Dance Center 
where the school is held. This year I got to hear a couple of staff presentations and I was 
considerably impressed. 


The first was our own (local New England, that is) Ted Lizotte. Ted has only recently 
ventured into the field of teaching callers but he has much of value to contribute. This 
day he was talking about alternative music. That’s been a much discussed subject in the 
square dance world and widely differing opinions abound. I’m not a big fan of much of 
what is used by some callers under this heading. I like my square dance music traditional, 
not antique but steady rhythm in eight beat phrases. Ted, who is a musician and knows 
much about music, manages to find and use songs of his era and to adapt them in very 
comfortable ways to our kind of dancing. Unfortunately, many of those who would use 
“modern” music do not manage to make it comfortable for square dancing. 


The other presentation I heard at the school was by Steve Kopman. Steve and his dad, 
Lee, have long been recognized as advocates of the more complex forms of square dancing. 
They are active in the Advanced and Challenge worlds and they publish a “Creative 
Choreography” column in American Square Dance magazine each month. I was very 
pleased to hear Steve focusing the attention of the callers at the school 
on the importance of dancer success. It is surely true that much of the 
choreography at today’s dances is “ordinary” and repetitive. Steve was 
showing how to use the standard calls in non-standard ways. His ways 
were not weird or far-out, just not the usual or expected way. That helps 
to make a dance interesting but isn’t worth much if the dancers don’t 
succeed. Steve was teaching how to present this choreography so that 
dancers succeed. He did it very well. 


Ken had a good turnout for his school. It’s great for me to see so 
many callers, both new and experienced, willing to spend a hard working 
weekend learning how to do the job better. That kind of commitment can 
only bode well for the future of our activity.

This is an easy dance that can be done 
at an open dance; also a good teaching tool. 2 Forward two steps, box, slow open vine 

4, lace across , face to face and back to back, basketball turn, hitch, walk, broken box, 
traveling box, circle away 2 two steps, strut 4, forward/lock/forward, scoot, turning two 
steps, vine 8, reverse box, and twisty vine 4. 


MEN by Gene and Etta Sonnier 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. This dance is also a good teaching tool; with 
an interesting “Annie Oakley”. Traveling box, hitches, forward two steps, circle away and 
together, box, reverse box, scissors, twirl vine, broken box, circle chase and ‘shoot,’ face to 
face, back to back, basketball turn, skate, solo left turning box man walks away. 


A SLEIGH SONG by Annette and Frank Woodruff 

Phase 3 + 1 (Leg Crawl) Two Step; available from ‘prostopleer.com’. Music is very 
recognizable — Jingle Bells. Skate, face to face and back to back, basketball turn, hitch, cut 
back, forward two steps, progressive scissors, whaletail, dip back with a leg crawl, strolling 
vine, fishtail, left turning box, side hook and unwind, back apart and slow knee close. 


DREAM, DREAM, DREAM by Shirley Irvine 

Phase 3 Foxtrot; available on Grenn 17120. This dance was a Southern California Round- 
of-the-Month in March, 1991. Box, forward run 2, left turns, hover, twisty vine, left 
turning box, progressive cross hovers, maneuver, right turns, reverse box, twinkles and 
solo left turns. 


A PLACE IN MY HEART by Annette and Frank Woodruff 
Phase 4 Rumba; available on Nana Mouskouri CD Ultimate Collection. Alemana, basic, 
whip, hand to hand, spot turn, New Yorker, in and out runs, serpiente, cross body ending, 
latin whisk, underarm turn, start a chase to tandem and the wall, basketball, crabwalk 
and cucarachas. 


BOTTLE UP the WEST COAST by Jerry and Bonnie Callen

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MY CHRISTMAS WISH LIST 


1. I wish that more dancers would take advantage of the invitation from CALLERLAB 
to attend its annual convention. Here is a chance for dancers to attend any committee 
meeting or interest session and witness everything that happens. The next convention will 
be March 24-27, 2013 in Cary, NC (close to Raleigh), so it is not that far for dancers on the 
East Coast. For information contact CALLERLAB at 800 331-2577. 


2. I wish that teachers of Beginners Classes would emphasize fun vs. the learning of 
call names. So what if the class runs longer? It is likely to cause dancers to stay enthused 
and thus remain in the activity. 


3. I wish that clubs would only graduate from Beginners Class those who achieve an 
average standard of ability, instead of graduating everyone no matter how poorly they 
dance, thereby causing discouragement for others in the class and club members. 


4. I wish callers would eliminate 95% of their use of Do-Sa-Do. This double reversal of 
body-flow call makes any dance less smooth the more it is used. Big-name traveling callers 
seem to use this a lot, especially in singing calls, thereby conveying the attitude that they 
don’t care about smoothness - that they just want people to drool over how beautiful their 
voice is. 


5. I wish there was consistency at the National Convention. Things that are good one 
year can easily be bad the next year, and the dancers will not know until they are there, 
and then it is too late. Latest example: the Advanced Halls in Louisville (2010) and Detroit 
(2011) were spacious but, according to reports, the Advanced Hall in Spokane was quite 
small, resulting in people being jammed into very uncomfortable dancing. The National 
Convention Executive Committee says it has printed guidelines for everything, and this is 
true. But once a city has gotten the bid, it has free rein to do whatever it wants with little 
oversight on standards. I have been making this wish for consistency for over 30 years, so 
I have no hope that anything will change.

Hems - The Long And The Short Of It 


There is only one proper hem length for a dance skirt: The one that makes you feel the most comfortable. 
If the hem is too short you will feel self-conscious and exposed. If it is too long you will feel dowdy and 
frumpy. Discomfort on the dance floor will show in the way you carry yourself and your attitude. 


A lady who is properly dressed never gives a second thought to her clothes. She thinks about them very 
long and carefully the first time. The choice of style, length and design are made with great deliberation. 
Time is invested before wearing to make sure that each part of the ensemble is perfect. When she steps on 
the dance floor she is only thinking about the dance. She is not trying to keep her skirt pulled down or her 
waist line rolled up. It is better to have one perfect outfit that you are completely comfortable in, rather than 
many outfits that are slightly off. Quality is better than quantity. 


Hems have gone up and down throughout history. Flappers of the Roaring 20’s wore mini-skirts before 
the word ‘mini’ was invented. “Prairie length’ is not a new invention. When the wagon trains were rolling 
across the plains, women walked beside the wagons. Their skirts were a proper ankle length when they left 
Missouri. As they walked, the rough terrain and hard work wore away the bottoms of their skirts. When 
they reached the end of the long journey, their skirts were prairie length. In the 40’s the same style was 
‘ballet length’ and were worn with fuller slips. 


The hem line is a great place to decorate. Think of it as a circular canvas: Plan for big embellishments. 
Tiny little hearts look fine around the neckline but you want them much bigger around the hem. If the 
neckline and sleeves are trimmed with 1/2 inch ribbon use matching one inch ribbon on the skirt. The wider 
trim won't get lost on the expanse of the skirt. 


Ruffles on the hem are the usual choice but instead of running them straight round the bottom consider 
scallops or zig-zags of ruffles. Be careful that you don’t get the ruffles too heavy and weight down the skirt. 
The length of the ruffle, before gathering, should usually be between 1-1/4 to 1-1/2 times the length of the 
piece it is being attached to. 


The ruffler attachment is the only way to go for making ruffles. For more information on rufflers go to: 
www.squaredancesewing.com/articles/the-very-scary-ruffler.html. There are a lot of other internet sites with 
ruffler information and some have videos. 


There are many ways to finish a hem line. Rolled hems with fish line is one of my favorites. There are 
special rolled hem feet available for every machine that turn the edge of the fabric through a scroll as you 
sew. None of that fold it and sew once, then fold and sew again. By adding 20# test fish line to the middle of 
the roll you get a stiffer edge that looks newer longer. Always buy the cheapest fish line you can find, it has 
more ‘spring’ than the expensive kind. 


The most important factor for any hem is that it is parallel to the floor. Have someone take pictures of 
you from the front, back and both sides. The skirt should be even all the way around. The waistband must be 
parallel to the floor to keep the hem line even. If the waist band is pushed down in the front, you will be able 
to see the back side of the hem hanging down between the dancers legs. When square dancing, seven people 
are looking at your front, everyone on the sidelines is looking at your back. When round dancing, women 
have their back to the sidelines most of the dance. 


Have you ever made a skirt and discovered that you cut it too short and didn’t have any hem allowance? 
I did that and didn’t have any of the skirt fabric left. So in desperation I used Wright’s Extra Wide Single 
Fold Bias Binding, bright pink on a purple and pink print skirt. The binding was sewn on with a scant 1/8 
inch seam and turned under. I received many compliments on that skirt because of the way the pink edge 
flashed when the skirt moved. 


There are no sewing errors, just design opportunities.
